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BLACKMAILING THE 
WORLD CONSCIENCE 


THE Council of the League of Nations has this week been 
discussing the perennial question of refugees—a question rendered 
‘ull more pressing and formidable on the present occasion by the 
Nazi theft of Austria, and the increasing determination of Poland 
to turn as many as possible of its three and a half millions ot 
Jews into persons scarcely distinguishable from refugees. How 
acute the emergency is may be gathered from a single fact. Under 
a compromise reached between the Austrian Jewish Community 
and the Nazi Commissioner for Austria, the former are to arrange 
that at least 25,000 of their number leave the country every year. 
By way of compensation, those who remain are to be allowed 
what is described as “‘ an increasing amount of activity,’’ by which 


“1S meant a larger dole of the rights usually accorded to human 


beings by civilised States. Even the figure of 25,000, according 
to the official Voelkischer Beobachter, does not represent the limit 
of Nazi intentions, which really envisage a Jewish emigration of at 
least double that number during the present year alone. It is 
Obvious that the new rulers of Austria can enforce this upper 
level at their own sweet will, compromise or no compromise.”’ 
All that they need do is to give an extra turn or two to the 
persecution screw. Already the Vienna Reichspost boasts that 
82,000 “ non-Aryans ’’ have been ejected from their employment 
since the swastika barbarity was triumphantly installed. 

It is in these distressing circumstances that the League Council 
has met. Two agencies exist, or are in view, for dealing with 


the crisis. On the one hand, there is the old machinery of 


the League, consisting of the Nansen Office dealing in the main 
with Russian elements, and the High Commission for Refugees 
from Germany. On the other, there is, or will be, the inter- 
national committee proposed by President Roosevect, for refugees 
from Germany, Austria, and other countries. C learly, the call is 
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for co-ordination of effort by these bodies, and this has in fact 
been recommended by the Committee which the League set up to 
report on the question of international assistance to refugees. 
The report of this Committee contains several recommendations. 
The chief of them proposes that the League Organisations should 
co-operate with the body to be created by the twenty-six Govern- 
ments who are interested in the ROOSEVELT proposal and who are 
to confer on the matter next month. Another recommendation is 
that the Nansen Office and that of the High Commissioner for 
refugees from Germany should, at the end of the present year, 
unite into one office under a single Commissioner, and that the 
combined organisation should be divided into two departments, 
one dealing with holders of Nansen passports (mostly Russians), 
and the other with refugees from Germany and Austria. Precise 
details of the plans for the co-ordination of the League's work with 
President ROOSEVELT’s international committee are not yet avail- 
able. But it is understood that the organisations of the League 
will confine their operations to legal problems such as the 
provision of internationally legalised documents and labour permits, 
while the body which is to function under the Roosevelt scheme 
will concern itself mainly with such subjects as immigration and 
labour facilities, and finance. 

There seems litthe doubt that these arrangements will simplify 
the whole problem. They will also, more definitely than hitherto, 
Stamp the refugee question as an international one, more par- 
ticularly in view of the very active and welcome association of 
America with the work. And they will, further, perpetuate the 
interest of the League in a great humanitarian enterprise, in which 
it is eminently fitted to participate. They will involve, of course, 
heavy outlay, which private generosity, chiefly Jewish, will be 
expected to meet in general co-operation with the scheme. And 
they imply, in the second place, a readiness on the part of various 
countries to offer opportunities for immigration, temporary or 
permanent, as well as for employment. It is useless to hide the 
difficulties which stand in the way of both these vital purposes. We 
need only refer in this connection to the latest measure of the 
Dutch Government, which aims not merely at the prevention of 
the entry of the refugees from now on, but at the repatriation of 


those considerable numbers of Jews who arrived in Holland after 


March Ist, i.e., since the Anschluss. 

In general, the prospects of the refugees finding employment are 
not particularly rosy. A great demand may, infact, have to be made 
on the chivalry, the justice, the tolerance, and, we also venture to 
add, the sense of ultimate advantage, of the civilised nations. It 
is profoundly to be hoped that it may not be made in vain, and 
that the peoples may do their moral duty, as the Jews of the world 
will assuredly do theirs. There is one suggestion which would 
seem to merit the careful attention of the Refugee bodies. It ts 
that immigrants should be admitted temporarily into countries 
which cannot offer them a permanent home, provided the 
migrants enter into a clear agreement that if and when 
the chance is presented to them to move on to Palestine or any 
other country of permanent settlement they will be bound to 
accept it, subject to such safeguards as may be provided. The 
effect of such an understanding would be to ease the position of 
the Governments concerned in the event of any anti-alien-refugee 
movement arising, and incidentally to protect the refugee during 
his period of sojourn. In addition, it may serve as a vse‘ul 
reminder to the world that the refugee problem ts not settled by 
the provision of temporary havens alone. 

When all is said and done, however, the problem remains not 
only an anxious but a humiliating one. According to one report 
concerning the Austrian Jewtsh agreement to large-scale emigration, 
the Nazis will insist. and the Jews undertake, that the richer 
Austrian Jews shall pay into a central fund sums of money propor- 
tionate to their wealth. This fund will be used to defray the cost 
of the emigration of poorer coreligionists to foreign countries. 
When thev have arrived there, the Jews of those countries will be 
expected to assume the responsibility for their care until permanent 
homes are found for them. In other words, the Nazis, having 
determined to uproot hundreds of thousands of Jews, call upon 
other Jews and other countries to assist in the execution of theif 
execrable plan. If they do not, then means can be found or 
exterminating Austrian Jewry in situ. This is nothing else but 
blackmail of the world conscience ; and, as such, a gross humilia- 
tion as well as a heavy burden inflicted on other peoples for a 
nefarious Nazi purpose. What is worse, it sets up a disturbing 
precedent for other countries which harbour designs to be rid, on 
one pretext or other, of their Jewish citizens, and opens up possibili- 
ties of untold mischief. Yet needs must when the devil drives, 
and the devil is most unmistakably at the steering wheel in 
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Greater Germany to-day. One can only choke down one’s 
indignation and resentment, and bow, with what grace one may, to 
imperious and heart-rending need. But whether a Government 
which pursues such courses as described can seriously discuss 
international peace, or the taking over of colonies, is a question 
which must become more and more difficult to decide in 
Germany's favour. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE HOME SECRETARY ON ANTI-SEMITISM 


In his address to the Rotary International Club Conference last Satur- 
day, the Home Secretary made a reference to the attitude of this 
country towards anti-Semitism. For time out of memory, said Sir 
Samuel Hoare, there had been no Jewish question in Great Britain. 
Anti-Semitism they had refused to countenance ; and Great Britain 
had gained morally, intellectually, and economically from those long 
years of unbroken toleration. 

If they had refused, he went on to say, to admit Jews into the circle of 
their neighbours, the Empire in general and the Constrvative party in 
particular would have ‘ost the imaginat ve stimulus and constructive 
statesmanship of Benjamin Disraeli. Their national life would have been 
the poorer, their moral posi‘ion as champions of tolerance and good 
natu-e badly compromised. 

This declaration fojlows upon two similar pronouncements by the 
Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley Wood. In the first of these, delivered 
at a function in connection with the Jewish Hospital, Manchester, he 
remarked that that institution had been “ inspired by a race whom they 
valued in this country, and whom they always desired to have with 
them.” In the second, spoken a year after, in February last, at the 
Jubilee Festival Dinner of the Achei Brith, he stressed the many contri- 
butions which the Jewish Community had made to the national life, 
“In Great Britain,” he exclaimed, “ we abhor racial repressions, and 
we will never subscribe to doctrines alleging the inferiority of any 
particular religious or racial section of our community.” 


Need we say how warmly the Jews of this country welcome these 
statements, registering, as they do, only the recorded facts, though 
facts which do infinite honour to the British name! _ The pity ts that 
the wise and salutary example which Britain has set should have been 
scorned by nations overszas--and even attacked by a small minority 
nearer home. Nevertheless, that example, staunchly maintained, and 
carrying with it moral and material blessings for all concerned, remains, 
In the long run it may yet prove the solidest service which this free and 
splendid realm has rendered to the Jewish people, as well as to the 
cause of human progress. Meanwhile, we would suggest that the 
Statements of the two British Ministers would form an. admirable 
pamphlet for distribution tn this country. 


“BON VOISINAGE ” 

Put Home: Secretary also dwelt on what he called the democratic 
quality of “ good companionship.”. The duty of good neighbourliness, 
he said, was a duty to a// our neighbours, and could not be restricted 
by considerations of class, as in Russia, or of race, as in Germany, 
Britons, with their democratic traditions, could not take so limited a 
view. “Our neighbours might be rich or poor, Jew or Gentile, but 
the same code of democratic ethics must b2 maintained towards them.” 
There ts no question but that the phrase “ good neighbourliness * does 
sum up the suprem: needs of the moment here and abroad. President 
Roosevelt has acknowl2d zed tts sovereign significance and paid tribute 
to democratic ideals —in his own “ good neighbour ” policy towards other 
countries. The three Governments concerned in the recent Anglo-Italian 
Pact inserted in that instrument a special “* bon voisinage “ agreement in 
respect of certain territories in East Africa. Given good neighbourli- 
ness, there would clearly b> an end of aggress.on and war not only as 
between country and country but as between the different classes or 
sections in any one of them, and a truce would bz put to Jewish 
suffering. We would only say, however, that when the duty to our neigh- 
bour 1s defined by Sir Samuel as b2ing that set out in the Catechism of 
the Book of Common Prayer, he overlooks the reminder of Sir Kingsley 
Wood, in one of his sp2eches, that “it was the Jews who gave the world 
that great message of “Love thy neighbour as thyself.” It is to be 
hoped that Jews, too, will themselves always observe that teaching both 
in the respect they show for the feelings of non-Jewish neighbours and 
in their relations with one another. 


JEWISH EMIGRATION: AN AUSTRALIAN’S SUGGESTION 
WE deal in the leading article this week with the urgent problem of find- 
ing havens of refuge for the hard-pressed Jews on the Continent. 
Meanwhil:, we would draw attention to a proposal put forward in our 
columns this week of a Jewish settlement in a part of the State 
of Western Australia known as the Kimberley Division. This 
Suggestion is a private one, unauthorised by the public authorities 
in the State concerned. But the fact that its author—Mr. C. H. 
Chomley, editor of BritisH AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEALANDER 
~-is himself an Australian lends it a special measure both of interest 
and significance. We are aware of the unsympathetic attitude often 
adopted in the Antipodes to non-British immigration. In spite of 
this hostility, Mr. Chomley believes that his fellow-Australians would 
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accept the scheme, if not at once then after they have thought it out 
and thoroughly examined its details. The plan, as at present explained, 
exists only in ‘outline, and closer scrutiny would quite conceivably 
reveal many and perhaps even insuperable difficulties such as the 
AUSTRALIAN JEWISH HERALD hints at. But at least it deserves careful 
and sympathetic consideration by Jews, and it is this alone that can 
be asked at the present stage. Certainly, there are not so many outlets 
available for our harried brethren that we can afford to pass any 
possibility lightly by. Nor, in present conditions, can we wait until 
the doors of Palestine are once again opened. Iwo things we may 
add. Australia would never lose by such a kindly gesture as is suggested. 
And Jews, hurrying from lands of oppression, would ask for no 
greater happiness than a haven on the free and genial soil of a British 
Commonwealth. 


A FALSE STEP 

ATTENTION was called by several spzakers, at last Sunday's meeting of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, to a resolution that is shortly to come 
b:fore the International Federation of League of Nations Societies. This 
motion. which emanates from the Polish Society, had for its object the 
convening of an international conference to “ solve the Jewish problem 
in Europe by organising financial assistance to help Jews to emigrate 
from those countries where, because of their large numbers, they are a 
heavy burden on the national economy.” There was also a preamble 
which contained numefous allegations of an objectionable nature, 
Mr. Stein, rightly, described the propositions contained in_ the 
Motion as untenable. They are not only that, but also an insult 
to the Jewish people, and we agree with Mr. Laski in expressing 
disgust that the resolution should have found its way to the agenda 
of the League of Nations Societies. We do not, for a moment, 
suppose that Lord Cecil and others in authority on the English 
side of the movement and with knowledge of the facts have 
countenanced its appearance. We cannot believe that they endorse 
the absurd and mischievous view that Jews who live in large numbers 
in a country are a heavy burden on the national economy. And we 
sincerely hope that, if it is impossible to undo the mischief already 
done, the Societies in question will express their opinion on the resolu- 
tion in a manner which will make a repetition of anything of the kind 
in the future unlikely. After all, the League of Nations, to-day, ts in 
nzed of better support than is offered them by this miserable Polish 
eflort! 


HUMDRUM 

THE annual elections of the constituent synagogues of the United Syna- 
gogu:, last Sunday, were true to model. That is to say, they maintained, 
for the most part, as always, a dead level of dull parochialism. There 
were synagogues which reported increased, and even a record, income, 
and synagogues which recorded a decline. Some announced progress 
in the religion classes, and others a movement in the reverse direction. 
Occasionally, a resolution proposed for acceptance created a flash 
of real interest, as, for instance, the motion in favour of restoring the 
recitation of the Priestly Benediction by Cohanim. That resolution, by 
the way, was lost, in curious contradiction of a distinct ordinance in the 
lorah itself, but in apparent reliance on the idea that a Minhag overrides 
a Din. Here and there a shaft of humour, intended or otherwise, 
penetrated the general drabness— the assurance, for instance, that the 
one occasion on which a really united front had been shown by 
members of a certain Synagogue was the ball held in favour of charity ; 
and the discussion, prolonged, according to one pessimistic estimate, 
for nearly a solid hour, on the price paid for a Minister's official hat. 
But this sort of relief, and even the welcome reports of increases in the 
number of communal halls attached to Synagogues, are offset by such 
Statements as “ Synagogue services continue to be badly attended,” or 
“many members show a lack of interest in the activities of the 
congregation.” 

No doubt the absence of anything like inspiration in the proceedings 
does not detract from the useful and earnest routine work carried 
on by the Synagogue officials, paid and unpaid. Equally true is it that 
election day is more often than not the only occasion on which local syna- 
gogue aflairs can bz discussed. But,apart froma few appeals on behalf 
of the Detence Campaign, and collections for afflicted Jews abroad, no 
one, reading the accounts of the meetings, would suppose that Jewry was 
rocking under a greatcrisis. It is the sense of helplessness which may 
perhaps account, in part, for the fact that out of a membership, in the 
case of one Synagogue, of over 1,100, only 32 thought it worth while to 
be present when the meeting opened. 


THE GREAT CHARITY SCRAMBLE 
ONE remarkable Statement was, however, made by a speaker at the St. 
John’s Wood Synagogue. This was to the effect that the members as 


a whole turned a deaf ear to appeals for Jewish charities. He instanced. 


the case of the Jewish Board of Guardians, to which, out of a total 
membership of about 800, only 115 had subscribed. It would be 
interesting to Know whether this backwardness was only exhibited after 
the recent and present calls began to be heard on behalf of our afflicted 
brethren abroad ; for if the burden of these appeals has weakened the 
response to domestic calls in a synagogue blessed with a record income 
and an increasing surplus, it is not difficult to imagine what must be 
happening in less fortunate congregations. The time has, in fact, come for 
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a thorough examination of the whole philanthropic position in relation 
io the competing claims of charity at home and abroad. We simply 
cannot jog along in the present haphazard, catch-as-catch-can manner. 
Is it not possible to set up a small representative Committee to survey 
the situation, to offer guidance on the questions of collection, alloca- 
tion, overlapping, yes, and co-ordination. and to Suggest ways, if 
possible, in which any recommendations made may be put resolutely into 
effect? The Board of Deputies have recently shown the way to better 
management of our available resources by their charities registration 
scheme. That example should be followed over the wider field without 
delay. for the serious financial plight of many of our leading institutions 
and movements makes dilly-dallying increasingly hazardous. Let 
it be remembered that in the increasing scramble for support it is not 
the worthiest that necessarily come off bes: 


DR. ADOLPH BUCHLER 

Apropos of Jews’ College Speech Day. the proceedings at which are 
reported in another column, we learn with pleasure that the seventieth 
birthday of the Principal of the Colleee — which occurred at the end 
of last year-—has not been overlooked. It is proposed to mark that 
occasion by the compilation of a festsc/rift in Dr. Buchler’s honour. 
We can think of no more appropriate way of manifesting appreciation 
of a career which has been distinguished by great contributions to 
learning, and has brought Dr. Buchler recognition far beyond the 
confines of these islands. This last faci is, indeed, testified to by the 
readiness and cordiality with which the celebration plan has been taken 
up by Jews as far away as America and South Africa. We trust, and 
believe, that it will evoke an equally warm response in this country, 
and that it will be worthy of a man who has never spared himself in 
the cause of Jewish scholarship and has worked with single-minded and 
unabated devotion for the things he holds dear. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL

By the word “ we.” the writer 
aptain Mm... Bis Kennedy) meant, Of course. the British people, but his 
vuestion had also a specific relevance for the Jewish people. In 
hese days, he said, we are often urged to stand firm for our convictions - 
and we see around us countries where the whole population is rendered 
what the Germans Call zie/bewusst conscious of their objective. We 
ce also the enormous immediate advantage which the State-training of 
ne mind gives to those countries in attaining their objectives. The 
itish people will not agree to have their minds drilled. But that, says 
e writer, is a negative attitude. What do they stand for that has a 
ore positive quality ? Captain Kennedy sets forth these purposes, as 
he sees them. Most people, he believes, would probably say at 
ce that Britain stands first of all tor ftreedom- freedom of the 
dividual and of the human mind: freedom of worship: freedom 
ainst arbitrary arrest: freedom to lorgather, to discuss, to express 
‘s feelings, and to do what it likes so long as the interests of the com- 
unities are not injured. Next, in the writer's view, the British people 
‘ands for moderation -the middle way: for toleration: for com- 
promise and for forbearance. There can be few, Limagine, who would 
¢ ready to dispute this catalogue of British national purposes o: 
waracteristics. And in my humble view they make for sanity, for 
stice and for peace.

Kut he tells us that goodwill ts not enough. It must express tsell in 
ction. Lam heartily glad to read this. The witter exemplifies his 


ideas by a reference to other nations who have less of the world than. 


they think they are entitled to. But Jews can surely be included among 
them. They are threatened with less of a national homeland than they 
ihink they are entitled to. They have less tair play, less peace. less 
happiness. It is good to hear, therefore, the question asked whether, it 
things go wrong at home or abroad, Britain is still to exclaim “let live,” 

nd do nothing. And one is heartened to know that Britons like to 
‘hink they still have the moral courage to stand unflinchingly tor what 
they believe to be right. 

] Have said, however, that the question “ What do we stand tor?” 
has also a relevance for the Jewish people. There can surely 
hardly be two opinions about that. Ht may be-true that the masses 
o! the nations other than the dictator-ruled ones rarely, if ever, ask 
themselves this question. Somewhere in the dim hinterland of their 
mind there may lurk some vague idea of special purpose or ultimate 
national objective. But it is not a conscious and practical influence in 
their normal everyday life, and many of them might be hard put to it 
(o define it in clear terms, or possibly to reach agreement about 
it. Even the masses in the Totalitarian States have only become 
Siclbewusst by virtue of hard drilling rigorous “ instruction,” force- 
‘ul methods, and flamboyantshowmanship. But Jews, too, though they 
would scorn compulsion, cannot afford to remain blissfully unconscious 
of their objective as a people. For one thing, their right to live ts per- 
petually assailed, and to justify that right to themselves and to others 
they must be conscious of their purpose as a people, and be ready to 
¢\pound it. In the second place, they may find it harder and harder 
even to justify their continued existence to themselves unless they are 
fortified by the knowledge of exalted ideals and objects. [These are 
testing times for them—-times which may grow yet more bitter and hard 
to bear. Many a Jew, even now, and perhaps more now than at any time 


in our history, must be asking himself; “ Is it worth while ? Why prolong 
the agony? Why stand up to a world in arms, victims of the endless 
swing between oppression and tolerance ? Why not make an end of it 
all, if possible? Two thousand years of suffering is enough for any 
people. Dayenu!” This doubt and despair must be fended off and over- 
come by the recognition that we are not fighting and suffering in vain ; 
that we hold on because we have a great teaching to proclaim and a 
God-given task to accomplish —a task we cannot abandon without shame, 
and from which we probably could not free ourselves if we would, It 
is not enough to cry that every people has the right to live, and to 
leave it at that. Jews. in their ordeal, need also a spiritual motive 
ina word, and to use the old expression, a mission in life. They must 
at least have the comfort and support of knowing that by their tribula- 
tions they are doing something to forward the future well-being of 
the world and the purpose of God on earth. 
> . 

WHAT 1s the teaching that ts to achieve these ends ? We know what it ts 
not: It is not paganism. It is not the dragooning of the human spirit, 
the denial of human liberty, the hatred of the unlike or the oppression 
of the stranger. On the contrary, it poses, before all, the existence of 
an ethical God, creator of all flesh. That implies the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man, which entail, on the one hand, the duty 
to be holy in obedience to the Father's example, and on the other the duty 
to love our fellow-creatures because they are“ all children of the Most 
High.” [hese duties spiritualise men in their relations, as a people, with 


other peoples. “ Righteousness exalteth a nation.” Not aggression or 
unbridled ambition, but just dealing ; “ not by might, nor by strength but 
by my spirit.” They make war among the human race~ the wanton 


destruction of God's creatures an affront to the Creator and a deface- 
ment of the image in which His children are made. They tolerate 
nothing of the brutal racialism which has run madin our day, for they 
enjoin one law tor the stranger and the native (do we Jews not pray for 
divine forgiveness on Kippur eve not only for the Congregation of 
Isracl but tor the stranger who sojourns among them, “ for all the 
people err unwittingly 

Anpb as Jewish teaching proclaims all men brothers it forbids the 
exercise Of injustice. crucity, and tyranny against them. It asks that 
the children of Grod be accorded the treatment implicit in their divine 
origin, and that the dignity of the individual, which includes, above all, 
the freedom to think as well as fo worship, be respected. Nor is even 
this all. The writer trom whom | have quoted suggests that the British 


virtues he has cited make a. very good foundation for any form of 
organised imicrnationalism. They may very well do so. In part, 
indeed, they express the Jewtsh principles and allustrate, therefore, 
the moral kinship between Briton and Jew. But it is those spiritual 


principles to which Jews look up which must, in the last resort, animate 
and inspire any international system, and, most of all, the cardinal 
principle of the Divine Fatherhood and human brotherhood. We are 
all members of one another. And, whatever the politicians may say, 
we are. or should be. our brother's keeper. 
[HE question ts, first. whether Jews are tully penetrated with the con- 
sciousness of their glorious ‘teaching and mission. Some of them, at 
least, are definitely not. or they would not by their behaviour desecrate 
the name of Jew. Others may only be dimly aware of their spiritual 
heritage. But that only emphasises the dire need of bringing it home 
vividly to the Jew'’s consciousness~ not only because it would be 
a solace and support for him in his trials but because tt would ennoble 
his character and his way of life. This need is one of the most 
imperious that it falls to us to satisfy. It should inspire the teacher in 
the schools, the preacher in his pulpit. “What we stand for-in ou: 
struggles“ let it be known -and accepted and practised of every 
Jew and at the very least there will be no talk of despair. Are Jews 
ready to receive the message and act upon it? The closing passage 
of Disraeli’s novel Coningsby ~ —quoted by Captain Kennedy in rela- 
tion to the British people may even more aptly be related to the 
Jews. Disraeli asks what his hero and heroine are. going to stand for 
in public lite 
** What will be their fate W.1l they maintain . in high place; the 
great truths which thev have embraced? Or will their courage 
exhaust itself un the struggle, their enthusiasm evaporate before hollow- 
hearted ridicule, their generous tmpulses vicld with a vulgar catastrophe 
to the tawdry temptations of a low ambition’? . . Or will © they 
remain’ brave, sfng’e, and true; refuse. to bow betore shadows and 
worship nhra es: of the greatness ol their position, recognise 
the greatness of theil futms : denounce to a perpl:xed end dtsheartened 
world the fiigid theories of a generalising age that have destroyed the 
man and restore the happiness ol thou country 
belicving mm their own energies, and daring to be great

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Rights of the Stranger 


“Ve shall have one manner of law, as well for the stranger as for the 
home-born, tol Jam the lord your God.’’—(Lev. XXIV, 22.) 

lhe pronouncement regarding the equality of the stranger with the 
home-born in Israel's land is clear and definite. It ts based on a funda- 
mental principle promulgated in the name ot God and having eternal 
validity. When the pronouncement was first made by Israel's Law- 
giver, it appeared as a Startling innovation. A stranger Was then almost 
evervwhere regarded as an outcast, and if hospitality was granted him 
it was a concession for which he was expected to be duly grateful. 
The progress of the ages.made very little difference in this respect 
Among the cultured Greeks, an alien who did not speak the Greek 
lanouage and did not adopt Greek manners was styled a barbarian 
and treated with the contempt implied in that term; while in ancient 
Rome he who was nota Roman citizen was made to feel that he was 
devoid of human dignity. The Israelites themselves had borne for 
centuries the voke of slavery because they were deemed to be Strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and there was no law to protect them against 
the whim of the Pharaohs and the tyranny of their taskmasters. But 
no sooner had the Israelites left Egypt and become a free people than 
the Divine command was conveyed to them to treat the stranger as 
an equal, to grant him in their own Tand all the rights of a citizen, 
and to love him as themselves. The experience undergone by 
Israel in Egypt was to be recalled for the purpose of making these 
rights all the more unassailable. The selection of Israel as the recipient 
of the Law of Sinai was not to detract from the principle of the brother- 
hood of man. based on the fatherhood of God, but to emphasise it and 
to be the means of spreading it throughout the world, however long it 
might take to secure the nations’ acceptance of that principle. 

But how many nations have in the course of the ages advanced 
sufficiently to make Israel's law regarding the treatment of the strange: 
their own’? How many countries are there to-day where the alien has 
any citizen rights at all?) In how many civilised communities of our 
own time is the stranger treated as an equal? In what part of the 
world of to-da¥ does a foreigner enjoy the same security and the same 
opportunity to live a tree and full life as the native of the land? Even 
the closest study of the map of the civilised world will reveal no 
spot where such equality of human rights exists. In most countries, 
it is not only the individual citizen that treats the alien with suspicion 
and ill-will, but the State itself takes steps either to prevent the strange: 
from settling in the land or to carcumsecribe his sphere of activity, and 
this is Mostly done in a manner which ts oppressive, debasing, and 
humiliating. In recent years,’a narrow sense of nationalism and a 
distorted view of patriotism have rendered the position of the strange: 
In most countries more unenviable than ever tt was. 

There ts only one step from such excessive nationalism to exclusive 
racialism., The teachers of Israel have never sponsored either doctrine 
Israel's pride of race has found expression in tts age-long effort to: 
self-preservation, as well as in a sustained consciousness of the accep! 
ance of a Divinely-appointed task. It is not associated with contemp! 
for other races or a desire to bring about their humiliation or extinction 
Jewish teaching has, on the contrary, always emphasised the potentia! 
greatness Of every race of men. The Hebrew Prophets did not Jimi 
their vision to the history of Israel ahd Judah, but surveyed the course 
of development of other nations from the same ethical standpoint, with 
the same warnings against wrongdoing, with the same predictions of the 
inevitable result of submission to, or defiance of, the will of God and 
His revealed Law, Ihe Messianic age was to bring justice and freedom 
to all the oppressed, and Israel's restored Sarictuary of the future was to 
be a House of Prayer tor all nations. The Sages of the Talmud empha- 
sised the duty to extend all activities of social amelioration to Jew and 
non-Jew alike. The Rabbis of all ages recognised the Divine nature 
of every human soul, and unhesitatingly proclaimed their conviction 
that the righteous of all nations have a share in the world to come. 

How strange it is to see Europeans of the twentieth century trying to 
uproot all these convictions, and to revert to a state of barbarism which 
has no parallel in the cultural history of the world! And how tragic 
it is to find that the people which was the first to testify to the equality 
of man ts the first to suffer from the denial of this principle; while it is 
least able to intervene with the nations in defence of the Divine teach 
ing as to man’s origin and his inalienable rights. The tragedy appears 
all the greater when those who are treated as strangers are denied 
the right to live in’ the land of their birth, and no other country is 
ready either to enforce their right to their native homes or to provid 
them with new homes. There is no Christian nation in the world 
to-day that is really prepared to follow Biblical teaching, or read) 
to adopt the standard of Israel's Law, in the treatment of those who 
are at present either rejected or tolerated as strangers. Does reverence 
of the Holy Writ among Christian nations only extend to the reading 
of the Word, but not to the practising of it? 

There are those who argue that if the Jewish people had its own 
land to-day, it would treat the stranger within the gate in the same wa) 
as he is treated by the nations of Central Europe. There is no justifica 
tion for such a supposition. The Land of Israel and the Law of Israc! 
are inseparable, and there is no reason whatever why it should be 
assumed that in his own home, placed under his own rule, the Jew 
would discard his people's teaching and copy th@ ways of his forme! 
oppressors. There is, however, every reason why he should recall 
the warnmg of Israel's Lawgiver, “And a stranger shalt thou not 
oppress; tor ye Know the heart of a stranger, seeing ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt.” Seeing that we have since been strangers in 
so many other lands, and have borne so many other yokes of oppres- 
sion, it will not be difficult for us to remember the cruel attitude of 
others and to avoid adopting it ourselves. The Jewish homeland o! 
the future will be the home of justice and of humanity, of freedom and 
equality. If will set an example to other countries: “And many peoples 
shall go and say: ‘Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the 


lord, to the house ot the God of Jacob; And He will teach us of His 
ways, and we will walk in His paths,’ ” 
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REFUGEES PROBLEM AT GENEVA 


League Welcomes Roosevelt Plan 


CO-ORDINATED ACTIVITY LIKELY 


President Roosevelt's proposal to establish an International Com- 
mittee for the refugees was officially welcomed by the Chairman of 
‘he Committee which the League of Nations has set up to report to 
the present session of the Council of the League on the questions of 
international assistance to refugees. 

While no detailed plans for the co-ordination of the League's 
work for refugees with President Roosevelt's proposal has been pre- 
pared by the League Committee, tt is generally believed that the 
organisations of the League dealing with retugees will limit their 
work to legal problems, such as the provision of internationally 
icgalised documents, labour permits; etc. while the organisation to be 
set up under President Roosevelt's plan will occupy itself chiefly with 
ihe financial aspect of the problem, and labour and immigration 
‘acilities. 

Jewish Curonicie. League Correspondent, telephoning from 
Geneva on Wednesday night, states: * [he new international body to 
ne set up will inquire into the position of immigration ard try to 
persuade countries to assist in this matter. A programme has been 
drawn up and opportunities for the settlement of 100,000 Jews a 
vear should be forthcoming. From a reliable source, | have been 
eiven the following figures : 25,000 to be settled in the U.S.A., 50,000 in 
tre Latin American countries, and 25,000 in Great Britain and the 
British Empire and in Europe. Finance will be left to the private 
organisations.” Evian-les-Bains, on the French shore of Lake Geneva, 
is suggested as the meeting-place, and the proposed date is July 6th. 

Extreme interest is being displayed in League circles regarding. the 
position of the Austrian Jews. The question of refugees from Austria 
1, on the agenda of the present session, and practically all members of 
the Council have expressed themselves in favour of extending the 
jurisdiction of the League High Commission for Refugees from 
(,sermany to cover refugees from Austria. It is in this spirit that the 
(ouncil will, it is expected, deal with the Austrian refugees’ problem. 

Ihe Special Committee appointed at the last session of the Council 
to Study and submit a report on the question of international assistance 
‘o refugees held its first meeting this week in private to decide on the 
tate of the Refugees Commission and the Nansen Office, since the terms 
of both organisations are to expire at the end of this year. The 
suggestion that the Nansen Office should be merged with the Refugees 
(‘ommission, into a united organisation to care for all refugees—-trom 
Germany, Austria, Spain, Russia, or any other country—is strongly 
opposed by the Soviet delegation. The Russians are urging the com- 
plete liquidation of the Nansen Office, asserting that it is managed by 
former Tsarist Russians and that part of its funds are spent in assisting 
Russian holders of Nansen passports who are engaged in conducting 
anti-Soviet propaganda in the countries where they reside. 

It has not yet been decided, states our League correspondent, whether 
the President of the Nansen Office or the present High Commissioner 
is to be placed in charge of the combined office. This point will be 
left for the decision of the Assembly, which will meet in the autumn. 


DELEGATES FOR REFUGEES COMMITTEE 
United States’ Happy Choice 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


President Roosevelt is to be congratulated on his selection of the 
American delegates who are coming to Europe to expedite the con- 
stitution and working of the International Committee entrusted with 
the task of tackling the problem of the refugees from Austria and 
other parts of Europe. Mr. Myron Taylor, a former President ot 
ihe U.S. Steel Corporation, who is the Committee's prospective Charr- 
man, is endowed not only with dynamic energy and remarkable 
organising talents, but with a keen humanitarian sense, and a diplo- 
matic one as well. He will be ably seconded by three or four 
colleagues of driving power and experience. Mr. Armstrong, the 
editor of the American quarterly, ForeIGN AFFAIRS, Is a happy choice, 
as 1s the inclusion in the American delegation of a direct representative 
of Jewry, in the person of Rabbi Wise. It is to be hoped that the 
British Government will lose no time in appointing its own delegates 
to the Committee in an equally businesslike and catholic manner, and 


‘that there will be swift agreement between this Committee, which 


is Outside the League, and such bodies as are co-operating in the same 
direction under League auspices. 


DUTCH BAN ON REFUGEES 
Government’s Drastic Measure 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


The Dutch Government’s recent restrictive measures against the 
entry of refugees into Holland have now been followed up by a new 
measure of the utmost severity contained in a circular instruction 
issued by the Minister of Justice to police officials throughout the 
country. 

_ The Minister, it is stated, has been forced to the opinion that the 
Government's conciliatory attitude to aliens must definitely be 
changed. On economic grounds, and for other reasons (these reasons 
are not stated in the circular) it has become expedient not only to 
prevent the entry of refugees on Dutch soil but to repatriate those who 
arrived in Holland after March isi. Henceforth, proceeds the 
circular, “a refugee will be regarded as an undesirable element,” 
and it goes on to give a definition of “ refugee” as applying to any-

DUTCH BAN ON REFUGEES. — Continued from previous column 


residence. Possession of means by a refugee is not to be taken into 
account. 

To make the Government's new measure effective, officials on the 
Dutch borders have been strongly reinforced, and the police have 
been instructed to exercise strict control of the movements of aliens, 
and to trace any who settled in Holland after March Ist. These, 
under the new regulations, are to be escorted over the frontiers. 
Officials have been instructed to refer only such cases to the Minister 
for his final decision where investigation proves that the life of a 
refugee will be in imminent danger if he is returned to his country 
of departure. 

The new measure will aggravate still more the distressing position 
of numbers of Jews who arrived in Holland after the March Ist, and 
who will now be forced to leave the country. 


23,000 GERMAN EMIGRANTS 1933 


The Reichsvertretung der Juden in Deutschland in its report for 
1937. which was issued in Berlin last week, states that about 23,000 
Jews left Germany during the past year. The total number of Jewish 
emigrants since 1933 was 127,000. Of these, 35,000 were between the 
ages of fifteen and thirty, and 18,000 had previously received 
agricultural training.

In his address to the students, Mr. Monract said that the success which 
could be achieved by a Minister through his sermons depended not tunda- 
mentally on his clogience, as ‘ome people thought, but most of all on 
his sincerity—the measure of his success would be the depth which he 
felt and believed in his message Ihey lived in stirring times, in times 
when there were opening before Jewish Ministers opportunities unrivalled 
for gencrations. Even when he was their age, the cry of the Ministry 
was that interest in Judaism was on the wane. But now there was one 
by-product of all the evil and terrorism against their people that was 
wonderful. Out of the misery of Jewry there was springing a real and 
growing interest in Judaism-—-people who were Jews by descent only were 
beginning to have brought home to them that they were Jews Ihey 
were crying out for guidance. It was those he was addressing and their 
generation who alone could teach them. Similarly, they could guice the 
better Jew—the Jew who always had been a Jew but who was now 
oppressed by the misery and unhappiness and danger of his position 

Mr Montagu, quoting three incidents to point the moral. advised the 
students on how to “get together” with their congregants when they 
became Ministers. They must overcome that psychological barrier which 
arose between a Minister and the ordinary man when the former assumed 
his office. A Minister must be a man of culture, who had great knowledge, 


‘ who understood his congregants’ problems, and who could mix with them 
4 as one of them-—-as a better one of them, if he might use the expression 
~ but still as one of them. 


Ihe second point they could learn from the Chief Rabbi's experience 
in spite of his long and arduous struggles, he had won through because 
of his great sense of humour.

Unfair Attacks on the College 


The Cuitr Rasei proposed a vote of thanks to the academic staff and 
to the Secretary of the College, Mr. M. Stephany. Dr. Hertz, after referring 
to the gratifying fact that a former student of the College, Rabbi Brodie. 
Should now be guiding the students in such an important Subject as 
homiletics, spoke of the lack of understanding of the place of the College 
in the life of Anglo-Jewry. This lack of understanding, he said, was not 
of yesterday; and appeals to the Community for a revision of its attitude 
to the College went back many decades. Jews’ College in Anglo-Jewry 
shared the fate of the Jew in the world at large. Thus, in Central Europe, 
one might say anything of the Jew so long as it made him hateful in the 
eyes of others. In the same way, many in their Community seemed to act 
on the piiicipie that one might say anything of Jews’ College so long as 
it would call forth the derision of the unthinking against it. Constant 
repetition was most helpful in defamation. Even otherwise responsible 
men seemed to abandon logic or fidelity to facts when attacking Jews’ 
College, and indulged in fault-finding that was both thoughtless and unjust, 
It was said that the College was not giving satisfaction. That was absurd. 
During the last ten years alone, thirty-five students of Jews’ College had 
occupied pulpits in important congregations throughout the English-speak- 
ing world, and during the last year one of their former students. Rabbi 
Abrahams, of Manchester, was elected Minister of the Capetown Hebrew 
Congregation. He had given such satisfaction to the Congregation to 
which he had: ministered that almost a war broke out between the Com- 
munity which he left and that which had succeeded in obtaining his 
services! 

It was time, said Dr. Hertz, that the Community rid itself of prejudice 
against Jews’ College, and its leaders of injustice towards that institution. 
Under the financial limitations to which Jews’ College had been subjected, 
it had done wonders for Anglo-Jewry. It had not failed the Community; 
it was the Community that had failed it. 

In seconding the motion, DAYAN Dr. FELDMAN said that, considering the

Mr. Israel Cohen, speaking on “ The Jewish Problem and Pales 
tine.” said that the situation of millions of Jews on the Continent was 
erowine more desperate every day through the increasing spread of the 
forces of into’erance and fanaticism. At the end of the War it was hoped 
that the peace of Jewry would be secured by means of the Minorities 


lreaties. but. unfortunately, the procedure of the League had proved 
inadequate to ensure the observance of those Treaties on the part. ol the 
States that wished to tenore them, and the League had been too weak 
to assert itself effectively where Jewish interests were concerned, Ihe 


Nazi plague had spread trom Germany to Austria but also in varying 


degrees to other countries in Central and Eastern Europe, and the only 
remed\ that was sugeested by the Governments concerned was the whole- 
sale emigration of the Jews. The part that Palestine had played in recent 


vears in contributing towards a solution of the Jewish problem, added Mr 


Cohen. was vers ereatly in excess of the part played by all immigration 
countries combined. and the restrictions now imposed upon the admission 

of Jews to their National Home, in consequence of the failure of the Pales 


tine Government to suppress the Arab revolt, seriously aggravated the

YOUTH AND CITIZENSHIP 


Ata meeting of the First Lodge of England held at Woburn House 
last week, a Special Youth Committee was appointed to assist in the 
Organisation of an inquiry into “ Whether good citizens are the result of 
good training in youth, and whether the training of our youth now is of 
the kind that will later produce good citizens.” The President, Bro. 
A. LeVay-Lawrence, was in the Chair. 

Bro. S. Rowson, Chairman of the Policy Committee, in submitting the 
Repor said they were in need of facts ab out themselves and about their relations 
with the peop'e among whom they lived. ** Are we a rich people or poor ? Arc 
we more or less criminal than our neighbours? Are we more intelligent or less 
so than other?) What is the proportion of our people engaged in professional, 
indus‘ria!, or artistic Cccupations? Are we really as benevolent and philan- 
thropic as we are reputed to be ?’’ He believed that not one of those questions 
could be satisfactorily answered from available information. They were, there- 
fore, recommending that the Lodge should organise a series of special inquiries. 
He had frequently heard that an inquiry into certain questions wou'd be strongly 
deprecated, because of the fear that certain vicious habits and tendencies might 
be revealed which some woul * prefer to conceal. ‘* That is acriminally foolish 
attitud*,’’ he said. ‘** If charges are made they must be met and rebutted, if at 
all possible. If they are not answered the charges will be believed by an ever- 
increasing public, If they are investigated and are found to have a greater or 
less, amount of truth, we can organise to eradicate them. Burying our heads 
in the sand gets us nowhere.”’ 

The dfficultes which had confronted their people through the ages, 
and which appeared to have reached their c'imax during the past few 
ye:rs in Europe, were based on an alleged incompatibility between 
their citizenship and their religious duties. There was, of course, no such 
incompatibility. They were ready to perform al! their obligations as citizens. 
If they asked for concessions on the ground of conscience they were never of 
a kind or degree to prejudice the general solidarity of the citizens of the country. 
It appeared to them that that question of citizenship should be examined in 
every one of its many phases, and if the result of such examination should 
make it clear that they had habits and propensities which were obnoxious to 
their neighbours, and which they could not defend on: he ground of conscience, 
they should take steps to discourage their continuance. There was a branch of 
the general question of citizenship which could be considered independently 
and which could be undertaken in priority to any other subject without 
prejudice to the broader question. He referred to the Youth Movement. 
Their recommendation was the appointment of a ** Youth Policy Committee’* 
to supervise the planning of the entire inquiry. 

Following that inquiry, they recommended that the Lodge be asked to 
consider, in similar detail, other subjects, such as Charity Co-ordination, 
Statistical Bureau, and Deputies’ Reform, ,

SYNAGOGUES IN DOLLIS HILL 


1 am not a member of the Dollis Hill or Gladstone Park Synagogues, 
nor an official of either organisation. 1 submit that one of the chiet 
causes of the trouble, both at Dollis Hill and at Ilford, lie in the difference 
of the constitutions of the United and the Federation. Synagogues 
affiliated to the United as District Synagogues pay to the general fund of 
the United Synagogue a definite sum per member per year for general 
communal purposes in addition to the amount necessary for providing 
funerals for the member and his dependents. The Federation Syna- 
gogue member, on the other hand, pays nothing, except 4d. per week 
per member necessary to provide for funeral charges. I am quite 
aware that the Federation out of the surplus of fhe Burial Society ts 
continually giving large sums to various communal causes. But this 
1s quite a different thing from exacting a definite payment per member 
for these purposes. When the late Lord Swaythling first founded the 
Federation and nearly all its constituents were of the small East End 
chevras, there was undoubtedly justice in the plan of allowing those 


better off to shoulder the main communal burden. Where, however, 
is the justice in, for example, asking a Dollis Hill member to pay a 
definite figure per week for communal purposes because his Synagogue 
is affiliated to the United, while his neighbour, the Gladstone Park 
member, is not required to pay anything because his Synagogue is 
affiliated to the Federation? Must it not inevitably follow that those 
who wish to evade these payments tend to break away from the higher- 
priced organisations? The two bodies ought to shoulder jointly the

THE PALESTINE PROBLEM 
How Mandate Was Muddled 


ADDRESS BY SIR LAURIE HAMMOND 


‘* Partition is Not Zionism” 


Sir Laurie Hammond, a member of the Peel Commission ‘on 
Palestine, addressed a group of Jewish people who had been invited to 
meet him by Dr. and Mrs. Maurice Sorsby, at 77, Harley Street, W., 
on Thursday evening of last week. Sir Laurie spoke on the problem 
of Palestine. 

In opening his address, Sir Laurie referred to the history of the 
trouble in Palestine. It had been, he thought, a mistake that Lord 
(then Sir Herbert) Samuel was appointed High Commissioner at the 
time. What was wanted then undoubtedly was administrators, not 
politicians. But what was his staff? It was composed of those lett 
after the War, and they were inexperienced. 

Only about one-third of Palestine had been properly mapped. The 
Administration took over under great disadvantages. They had 
difficulty in finding out to whom the land belonged. The Govern- 
ment. in the absence of all records which the Turks had destroyed, 
might well have announced that the land belonged to them until ind!- 
vidual ownership was proved. Through not proceeding along this line, 
there had been many disputes, many claims, both true and false, and 
endless arguments. Even up to to-day, the Government did not 
know how much land they had. He would like to have seen Palestine 
started under the Mandate of a High Commissioner with ripe 
administrative experience, like Lord Curzon. He would have stopped 
the Jewish rush in 1920, would have demanded time to find out 
exactly what were the conditions, economic, political, and agrarian, 
under which the Balfour Declaration had to be carried out. He would 
have explained to the Arabs that mandamus means “ We order,’ 
and would not have tried to placate them by appoimtments. From 
the start, the Administration seemed to have regarded the fulfilment 
of the .Mandate as of more importance than the well-being of the 
population. For example, in spite of the obvious. difficulties shown 
by the riots in Jerusalem in 1920, the policy was to appoint as many 
“ Palestinians ” as possible as magistrates, judges, or District Officers. 
What was really needed was a number of experienced British officers 
for at least the first twenty years, while Arabs and Jews could have 
joined 11 the lower grades and worked their way up, earning 

promotion by merit and loyalty. 


Weaknesses of Police 


The administration of law, order, and public security had 
been a sad failure. The first essential was a really loyal contented 
Arab police force. But instead of setting out to create such a force 
under British officers, they imported Black-and-Tans from Ireland! 
And that system more or less obtained to-day. The Government 
sull relied on British police. 

They had few reliable officers among the Arabs. When the Royal 
Commission visited Palestine, eighty-three Jews had been murdered 
and not a single man hanged. It was impossible, with the judicial 
system which was in existence, to guarantee that malefactors would be 
punished if detected. One of the most remarkable things, said Sir 
Laurie, was the wonderful restraint of the Jewish Community out there. 

At the time of the Balfour Declaration, it was assumed that the 

remarkable material benefit to the Arabs in Palestine would reconcile 
them to the presence of the Jews. But it had not. At that time. 
there were not the terrible developments in Europe that we had to-day. 
Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. Winston Churchill, and the Cabinet contem- 
plated a mixed Jewish and Arab State—they quite hoped for it—with 
an eventual majority of Jews; in other words, eventually a Govern- 
ment of Jews. They hoped they would combine. They did not realise 
that two civilisations, centuries apart, the Jews a hard-working virile 
people, with brains, capital, discipline, cohesion, the Arabs. down- 
trodden, in the grasp of Arab moneylenders and effendis who looted 
them-—it was impossible for these two races to coalesce. 
_ “It is my contention,” said Sir Laurie, “that by the very Mandate 
itself the to races have been driven to live apart and almost in enmity.” 
[he speaker pointed out one or two matters which, ii his opinion, 
helped to perpetuate this condition of hostility—the three languages 
and three kinds of law (Ottoman, British, and a certain amount of case 
law)—“ all in a little petty country the size of Wales.” 


Government's Land Difficulties 


People might say: Why not work the Mandate? But he thought 


the Mandate could only be enforced if the Arabs were turned out, 


which would, of course, be against the Balfour Declaration. He 
quite agreed they should be turned out of some spots—Huleh, for 
instance, a malarial plague spot which only the Jews could clean up 
even if they could not make it pay for its cost. They had done similar 
work at Beisan, which, when the Government took it over. was really 
little better than a buffalo wallow. It took ten years to settle all the 
legal disputes brought up by the Arabs. Actually the Government had 
to buy some of the land back for Arabs who were turned out elsewhere 
and subsequently these Arabs sold it again for far more than they had 
paid to the Government—to the Jews! : 

It was quite impossible for the Arabs to be in the same country with 
the Jews, =e have seen the same sort of thing in India, where the 


highly-civilised Hindus have gradually pushed out the aboriginals 
among whom they have gone. 

Describing how the Commission met in the King David Hotel to 
discuss these matters, Sir Laurie paid a great tribute to the remarkable 
common sense shown by the late Lord Peel. “I remember,” said 
Sir Laurie. “how at the end of those tiring days we would discuss 
the problem Fach day it seemed to me to grow clearer that each 
side-—the Jews and the Arabs—had definite grievances and both had 
‘ustifiable claims.” It was, for instance, obvious that there was a 
large landless clement. Sir John Hope Simpson had been, he 
thought, quite right in his report on that point. I he Arabs had adopted 
an intransigent attitude to the Commission. There was a good deal 
of intimidation There was an obvious deadlock. “And so,” said 
Sir Laurie. “ we were thrust back at last on a scheme of Partition. 
rhe Commission never suggested the forcible evacuation of the 
Arabs from the land made over to the Jewish Government—but 
recommended that if the two Governments agreed to an interchange 
of land in the two territories, and if the Arabs in the Jewish area 
refused to ava | themseives of this interchange, then there should be 
4 forcible evacuation of those who would not go. 

[he Partition plan was a mere sketch. It laid down no particula: 
boundaries. which would obviously be governed by conditions o!| 
security. for one thing. Mr. Malcolm's suggestions in this connection 
remarked Sir Laurie, would doubtless be considered, and he himsel! 
thought the inclusion of Mt. Gilboa in the Jewish State might b« 
necessary. Any scheme would have to comply with the terms of the 
Balfour Declaration—and should, therefore, allow room for develop. 
ment. 

One wondered how it was that the Kings of Arabia had been able 
come into Palestinian affairs and interfere and write letters. You 
cannot imagine the Viceroy of India allowing the Amir of Afghanistan 
to make similar representations about matters over the frontier. Yet 
it was done and cannot be undone. The reason was the Mandate 
If we had told the King of Iraq, for instance, to mind his own business. 
he could have gone to Geneva and brought the whole thing up there. 


Minorities 


Sir Laurie then mentioned the question of minorities in each State, 
and recalled the “unfortunate Assyrians, whose treatment was a 
terrible disgrace.” “ You have to arrange in Palestine for minorities 
to be protected. The answer ts to have as small minorities as possible.’ 
The Negev could only be developed by Jews. .“*As sure as night follows 
day, the Arabs would welcome Jews to develop it. Ibn Saud may 
eventually welcome it.” But he himself, said Sir Laurie, would rather 
it remained under British Mandate—it would be a quicker develop 
ment. He had noticed a report recently that water had been found 
there. In Roman times, there had been towns and aqueducts in the 
Negev. It was once a Roman granary. If it came back into cultiy 
tion it would be by Jewish enterprise. But people say: * You have pu! 
that into Arab hands.” “ Yes,” was his reply, “ but that won't stop 
Jewish enterprise, because they would be asked to come in-—which 1s 
very different from being sniped in your own backyard. For man 
years Jews have played an important part in Iraq. 

“Tf you can get your own Sovereign State, you would find, I am 
certain, that you would have offers from Arabian lands trying to ge! 
Jewish enterprise to help them. It. must. come, and that is the righ! 
wal, We had that in mind.” 

All the Jews in the world could not get into Palestine. But the 
President, or other head, of a Jewish State would have greater facilities 
for attempting an amelioration of the position of the Jews. As a 
Sovereign Power, the Jewish State could approach other Governments. 
It could be represented at the League of Nations—for what it was 
worth. 

“ You have started in Palestine,” said Sir Laurie, “ and you are bound 
to go on. It may take time, but, as sure as night follows day, this 
project, started on bad lines, handicapped by bad administration. 
damaged in the interplay of difficult international forces. .will go on all 
the same. And you will find the National Home in Palestine, if you 
can get sufficient in that country to meet immediate requirements as a 
sovereign Power, will be the first step, in my opinion, towards getting 
back into the rest of the country. It will take many years, but it will 
come. I cannot see that part of the world developing in any othet 
way, 

Problem of Gun-running 


He had been told that half of the troublesome people coming into 
Palestine were from Syria. If the borders of the Punjab could be 
closed against gun-runners, why could not the borders of Palestine? 
Committee after Committee and Commission after Commission had 
studied the grave difficulties, and yet but little definite action had 
been taken—and that was the story all along.

In the course of his reply, Sir Laurie said the Commission’s scheme 
was open to be riddled by criticism, but one asked: “ What is the 
alternative?” With regard to the fifteen or sixteen million Jews in 
the world—when the National Home was first started the trouble in 
Eastern Europe had not begun. Neither Partition nor the Mandate 
would solve that, 


Partition is not Zionism—that is a valid criticism,” said Sir Laurie. 


Jerusalem, he added, could be divided into a Jewish and other parts 
as amicably as, say, Brighton was divided from Hove. 

‘Tam quite convinced that a Jewish State which started with a large 
Arab minority would start under a very grave handicap.” The Govern- 
ment had read into their Report rather more than was meant, and had 
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ruled out Arab evacuation too readily. A large Arab minority would 
be a terrible handicap and might be such a handicap as to render the 
whole problem insoluble. 

The new Commission which had gone out was called a “ Technical 
Commission.” But on those important dispatch boxes which accom- 
panied Commissions were painted the words “ Partition Commission.” 
Sir Laurie concluded by saying he hoped this new Commission would 
not be later known as the “ Re-Peel © ommission.”

ZIONIST ANTI-PARTITION GROUP FORMED 


To Fight for the Mandate 
WORK WITHIN ZIONIST ORGANISATION

At a meeting held at the house of Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz. 
* Mizpah,” 17, Oman Avenue, N.W., on Sunday last, a movement was 
set on foot to fight against Partition and for the carrying out of the 
Mandate. Conversations have been going on for some time between 
Zionists of. various points of view with such a purpose in mind. 

The statement issued by the group continues: The danger of 
Partition has become so imminent, and the possibility of an attempt 
to flood Congress with a pro-Partition majority so obvious, that those 
present unanimously decided to sink all other Zionist differences and 
form a common platform for the purposes stated.

A provisional Organisation. Committee was formed to draw up a 
programme of organisation and a manifesto. The Committee consists 
of the following: Messrs. Gabriel Cohen, Reuben Cohen, S. S. Levin. 
S. London, Dr. J. Machover, Rabbi L. Rabinowitz, Mr. S. S. Silver- 
man, M.P.. and Professor A. S. Yahuda. The Committee was 
instructed to report back at the earliest possible moment.

U.S. MIZRACHI CONDEMN PARTITION

The Mizrachi conference at Atlantic City condemned very sharply 
the Partition scheme “in its present form,” and determined to combat 
it by arousing public opinion to the bitterness engendered by England's 
renunciation of the Mandate before the Roval Commission had even 
issued its report.

Sir,—On behalf of the Executive cf the Young Mizrachi Organisation of 
this country, | write to express the genera! agreement of this organisation with 
the letters appearing in your issue o! the 6th inst, written respect vely by Rabbi 
tor. L. Rabincwnz, and Professor Baker and Mr. Good of Dublin. It is our 
conviction not only that it is proper for the protagonists of a certain view on the 
major Zionist poli.ical issuc, viz. Par.ition, to concentrate their energies in the 
Propagation of ‘hat view, tut that it is perfectly proper for them to do so at 
the com juncture, de: pi.e the need for unity in supporting the Yishuy in its 
trials. 

There is no fundamental contradiction between unity in demanding the fufil- 
ment of the Yishuv’s rights under the Mandate and the propagation of diver- 
gent views upon the merits of a scheme which would destroy that Mandate. 
itis only a pity that those for the time being responsible for carrying on the 
Zionist Organisation are not exerting all their efforts fcr the present imple- 
menting of the Mandate, but are letting many rights thereunder go by default 
in their anxiety to snatch the insubstantial fruits offered them by ihe Govern- 
ar which itself appears to be undecided whether it should continue that 
offer. 

_ The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom’s recent letter in your colunms gives the impres- 
sion that he refuses to see what is going on around him. No doubt he ts ina 
difficult position—an anti-Partitionist at the head of a Partitionist Committee. 
He seeks comfort in the thought that ** at the last session of the Actions 
Committee both Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Ben Gurion made it clear 
that the Executive were on the one hand endeavouring to insist upon our 
tights under the Mandate and, on the other hand, they made it clear that 
should the Partition Scheme which will finally emerge fail to satisfy a number 
of fundamental conditions, it will not be brought forward for the consideration 
of the next Congress.’’ 

Would that we could all derive comfort from this assurance. But unfortu- 
nately we cannot. We can understand our leaders insisting on our rights; but 

€ndeavouring to insist means nothing—except perhaps that thei¢ inclina- 
tions make it difficult for them to insist upon that which Congress directed 
them to insist upon, 

In spite of the impression in some quarters that the ‘‘majority’’ vote at the 
ast Congress was a vote in favour of the principle of Partition (an impression 
which Partitionists and even some of our responsible leaders have not sought to 
dispel), that vote merely authorised the Executive to ‘‘exp'ore possibi'ities,”’ 
while insisting upon the fulfilment of the Mandate. Of the two obligations, the 
atter is obviously by far the more important. Yet certain of our leaders con- 
pa put the emphasis on the former, to the grave detriment of the Zionist 


Congress unequivocally rejected the Pee! Commission's particular scheme of 
artition ; it did not fulfil **fundamental conditions.’’ Events indicate that 
we may be asked to accept a less afvourable plan. Despite Congress's resolu- 


tion and the assurance mentioned by Mr. Goldbloom, Dr. Weizmann and Mr. 
Ben Gurion will surely be bound to bring before the next Congress any 
Partition scheme, however inadequate, because they are committed to Partition, 
and tecause the Mandate has been put on the shelf. 
x Mr. Goldbloom tells us that the recent Actions Committee meeting reserved 
for every Zionist the freedom of expressing his views.”" Yet he condemns 
those who advocat: co-ordination and co-operation im the expression of those 
viceaS! Will he not for a moment consider that those really at fault are the 
leaders of the organisation, in this and in other countries, who are using the 
machinery they control in favour of a principle and of a scheme to which many 
Zionists are strongly opposed ? 

The organisation on whose behalf 1 write maintains that it, in common with 
anti-Partitionist bodies, has the right to organise opinion against Partition. 
This has become more necessary because the machinery of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion is being employed not to maintain the status quo in the interim before a 
scheme ts euther accepted or rejected, and not to defend the Mandate which is 
our only lezal ** Bill of Rights,’’ but to gain support for a scheme which it is 
not entitled, by the express direction of Congress, to accept. Mr. Goldbloom 
calls for unity in support of the Yishuv. We agree. But that unity can only 
contre round a whole-hearted defence of the Mandate. We !ook to the Zionist 
Executive to initiate that defence.

Mr. Perlzweig and subsequent speakers at the meeting adequately dealt 
with this pamphlet, and it would be superfluous for me to add my 
criticism.

PROBLEM OF JEWISH YOUTH 


Mr. A. Herman Offers a Solution 
ADDRESS TO N.W. POALE ZION 


Speaking at a meeting of the North-West London Poale Zion on 
the subject of “The Jewish Youth in England,” Mr. A. Herman, 
President of the Federation of Zionist Youth, said he thought that the 
youth ought eventually to solve its problems through Zionism. The 
meeting was held at “ Lynton,” St. Andrew's Avenue, N.W. 

The speaker pointed out that there was no unified attitude prevalent 
among the whole of Jewish youth with regard. to basic questions. The 
problem which faced youth to-day was: “What do we mean. by a 
Jewish Community? Why are we in it, and what.do we demand of 
it?” There had been very little theoretical discussion on these 
questions, but the different groups of youth gravitated unconsciously 
towards some sort of attitude on the matter. The Orthodox group, 
organised in the Young Mizrachi and the Council of Orthodox Youth 
Societies. insisted on the aspect of “ Yiddishkeit,” not merely as a 
religious culture, but also as a folk tradition. There was, on the 
other hand, a body of religious youth which denied that Judaism was 
anything more than a religion and which emphasised the unity of the 
religion more strongly than the unity of the people, if they emphasised 
that at all. It seemed that the leaders of the A.J.Y. and tts allied bodies 
were of this type. 

The largest group was that which the speaker referred to as “ Social 
Jewish.” This comprised people who had no clear attitude on Jewish 
affairs. and who often refused “on principle ~ to take up an attitude, 
but who nevertheless moved almost exclusively in Jewish circles. This 
was the group which had founded Jewish golfing clubs and similar 
institutions where there were admittedly no Jewish interests of any 
kind. A host of clubs and organisations could be classed in this 
category, but clearly there were differences. Some of the clubs worked 
for charity, while some were doing valuable work in the Zionist 
Movement. Behind it all, however, there was no philosophy of Jewish 
life. 

Zionist Groups’ Differing Viewpoints 

The Zionist groups among the youth were united so far as their 
general programme of activity was concerned, but there could be 
distinguished two points of view on matters of policy. There was one 
group which could be called “ Palestinocentric,” and which concen- 
trated all its energies on work for Palestine and on training for 
Palestine. The second group, which seemed to be growing in strength, 
was searching for a positive Galuth policy. In many circles this 
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question was to-day being actively canvassed, particularly in the 
recently-formed groups of the Young Poale Zion. Generally speaking, 
the main ideas were to work actively and in a political sense for 
the defence of Jewish rights, and to create the conditions here for 
what is tentatively called a “fuller Jewish life.” It could be con- 
fidently expected that this group would grow, and that sooner or 
later its tendencies would crystallise in terms of a concrete programme. 

The last group were assimilationists, of whom some were conscious 
in their attitude. Their view seemed to be that the problems of Jewish 
life were insignificant when compared to a personal career or to the 
much larger and wider problems of “ humanity as a whole.” Their 
numbers should not be underestimated. There was no room for an 
attitude of complacency on this matter so long as it was true to say 
that half the Jewish child population was not receiving a Jewish 
education of any kind. 

There were many problems conected with youth of which little was 
known, one in particular being the question of economic structure. 
On the whole, the problem needed to be studied much more scientific- 
ally and with greater concentration. Mere platitudes on the subject 
of youth were no longer of value, if they ever had been. The final 
aim was to have a spontaneous and democratically organised youth 
movement embracing the majority of the Jewish youth, conscious 
of a definite and positive attitude towards the Community here, and 
of an intimate attachment to Jewish life, which would work for the 
solution of the Jewish question through the Zionist Movement and 
through the defence of Jewish rights throughout the world. To achieve 
that purpose, a concentration on education was ultimately the only 
way. 

A discussion followed. 


TARBUTH’S FREE FORUM 
Plea to Loyal Zionists 
NEED FOR DEMOCRATIC DISCIPLINE 


A “Free Forum,” conducted entirely in Hebrew, was provided 
by the Tarbuth Organisation on Thursday evening of last week at the 
West Central Rooms, Noel Street, W.C. 

This innovation is interesting (writes a JEwiSH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive), because, as the Chairman, Dr. S. Rawidowicz, said, it would 
provide an opportunity for the ventilation of views on the many press- 
ing problems facing the Jewish people at the present time. Dr. 
Rawidowicz announced that “ Free Forums ” would be held in future 
on the first Thursday of the month. 

Professor Yahuda, referring to a statement made by Dr. J. Bach 
that the leaders of the Zionist Organisation had done everything 
possible to remove from their ranks those who disagreed with them, 
said that there was a great deal of truth in this allegation, and he gave 
examples to show how those who did not see eye to eye with the 
leaders on certain aspects of their policy had been alienated. He 
mentioned names such as Nordau, Marmorek, Zangwill, Brandeis, 
De Haas, and many others, and added that he himself had to sever his 
connections with official Zionist quarters because many of his efforts 
were sabotaged by the leadership. 

Moreover, said Professor Yahuda, this had been the fixed policy of 
the present leaders since they got hold of the Zionist Organisation and 
had been applied ruthlessly not only to individuals, but to groups of 
societies which had expressed dissent from official policy. That, he 
said, was the real cause why Jabotinsky had left the Zionist Organisa- 
tion; and now every effort was being made to silence the opposition by 
barring a leader from participation at the Zionist General Council and 
the recent Congress. 

In the course of his further observations, Professor Yahuda took 
those at the head of the Zionist Organisation to task for having devoted 
too much of their time to internal party quarrels and too little to the 
development and welfare of the Yishuv itself. 

_ Now people were again pleading for peace. “Of course,” said 
Professor Yahuda, “all of us want peace.” But, he asked, who were 
those who were most insistent in their clamour for peace? Why, 
precisely those who were bent on putting a lock and key to the mouths 
of those who differed from them. The real peace they were ready to 
agree to was that which meant nothing else but the submission of theit 
opponents and the silencing of critics—a peace which should only serve 
to Keep the autocrats in power and be the arbiters in the most vital 
matters aflecting the Jewish people. 

Professor Yahuda made references to Partition. and especially drew 
attention to the fact that it was their best friends among the Christians 
who urged them not to agree to any carving up of Palestine, 

“Is it possible,” he asked, “to keep silent when we are witnessing 
the tragic spectacle of the leaders of the Zionist Organisation support- 
ing precisely the designs put forward by those who want to get rid 
of the Balfour Declaration?” 

The policy which was being adopted by official Zionists in connection 
with Partiton, he declared, constituted a sin against the Jewish people 
which would never be condoned or pardoned. 

People spoke also about the vital need for discipline. He, too. 
believed in discipline. But it must be a democratic discipline and not 
one that savoured too much of the dictatorial type, a discipline to be 
imposed upon the opponent for the protection of the autocrat. 

He appealed to those present to sound their consciences when they 


were alone and to ask themselves whether they were doing their duty 
in these times of danger and distress. 


THe World Executive of the Jewish State Party reports that a Provisional 
Central Committee has been formed in Johannesburg with a view to 
establishing a branch of the Party in South Africa.

ALTERNATIVES TO PARTITION 


An Improved Mandate 


Mr. L. Bakstansky, the Secretary of the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, dealt with, and gave reasons for rejecting, the 
various alternatives that had been proposed to Partition at a meeting 
of “ Hashachar ” Young Zionist Society, which was presided over by 
Mr. Max. Gordon, and held last week at Cricklewood Synagogue, 

ane, N.W. , 
Redeeind to what he described as the first real alternative to 
Partition—the Mandate as it stood—Mr. Bakstansky said that the 
Mandate. as they understood it, was to have led to the creation 
eventually of a Jewish State in Palestine within its historic boundaries. 
That was the original conception. But that was not how the Mandate 
had. in fact, been administered. Under the Mandate, during a period 
of fifteen vears, there had been an average immigration to Palestine of 
between 15,000 to 20,000 Jews a year. Supposing, therefore, that they 
were to insist upon the continuation of the Mandate as an alternative, 
upon the Mandate such as it was likely to be in the future if it were 
continued—and he ventured to think that there was very little evidence 
to show that if it were continued it would be administered ina funda- 
mentally different manner from the one they had witnessed in the last 
fifteen vears-—then they were likely to have again, say for the next 
fifteen to twenty years, an immigration which would average between 
15.000 to 20,000 Jews per annum. And what would be the position in 
fifteen vears’ time? They would have the Arabs in Palestine close 
upon, if not exceeding, one million and a half, and the Jews between 
700,000, or let them say, three-quarters of a million. Again, they would 
be a minority with a repetition of the same problems from which they 
were suffering to-day, perhaps in a more acute form because every 
year that passed the Arab national movement, artificially stimulated, 
increased and assumed more violent forms. 

He would be in favour of the continuation of the Mandate but 
subject to certain conditions, which he enumerated. 

Dealing with the alternative of an Arab-Jewish understanding, Mr. 
Bakstansky said such an understanding was not very difficult to reach. 
But the question was “On what terms?” He had yet to learn, he 
said, of a responsible Arab who was prepared to acknowledge the 
essential basis of the Zionist creed and was prepared to receive them 
in Palestine as collaborators and at least as equal partners in a great 
undertaking. He also dealt with other alternatives. 7 

Speaking on the question of Partition itself, Mr. Bakstansky made it 
clear that he did not accept the Peel proposals and recalled that the 
Zionist Congress had rejected them. The Jewish State must be a rea! 
State and not a sham creation. The boundaries offered by the Pee! 
Commission were a beginning in the right direction, because they 
referred to zones of settlement where a large number of the population 
could be housed. But by themselves they were not enough. ° There 
were various substantial amendments which would have to be made,

THE ART OF ABRAHAM SKLARCH 
Eretz Yisrael Comes to Stamford Hill 


A dramatic recital by the Palestinian actor, Abraham Sklarch, was 
viven at the Marcus Samuel Hall. on Sunday, and arranged by the 
Society for Jewish Culture. Mr. Sklarch brought to Stamford Hill a 
breath of Palestine. Seldom has a London audience been made so 
conscious of the spirit of the revived Eretz Yisrael. 

Besides interpretating the pioneer enthusiasm of the Chalutzim, Mr. 
Sklarch gave amazingly clever sketches of town life, particularly enter- 
taining being his impressions of the babe! of tongues in Tel-Aviv. 
There were poems of deep Jewish significance: Papiernikott's 
* Open the Gates of Eretz Yisrael.’ and “ The Unbroken Chain,” by 
Lamdan, were powerfully rendered. Sklarch’s interpretive talent— 
the method in which he adds a chant here, an illuminating bit of 
miming there—is a remarkable one. He has a resonant voice, of which 
he makes full use, and yet he is able to subdue it for the expression 
of extremes of tenderness. as, for instance, in the fine reading of Moshs 
Oyved's “ Yiddish (Mama Loshen).” This was one of two items by 
London authors, the second being “The Tailor,’ by Joseph 
Leftwich, from “ Yiddish London,” just published by the Society. 

The actor's capacity for facial expression, so much in evidence at 
Previous recitals, was, unfortunately, lost upon this audience on 
account of the unsatisfactory lighting. His gestures are still some- 
what stereotyped and wooden, but offsetting that is his ability to get 
right inside each character that he portrays. Mr. I. A. Lisky and

NEED FOR LIMITED MARTIAL LAW 
Districts. Where Gangsters Thrive 
MUFTL STILL THE DISTURBING FACTOR 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM, May 8th] 


Chere has been a tendency during the past two years for both the 
Palestine Administration and the bulk of the population to lapse into a 
condition of apathetic fatalism under the pressure of events and to 
allow the situation to develop by its own momentum. Now and then 
the Administration has jerked itself out of this attitude of hopeless 
resignation, as when during the fortnight succeeding the murder of Mr. 
de Y. Andrews on September 26th of last year, it grappled with realities. 

[he measures taken in the past eight or nine months have only been 
palliatives and have made little fundamental improvement in the 
position of public insecurity. Although many feel that the more 
recent wave of turbulence has been symptomatic of a last fling by the 
terrorists before they are finally eradicated, the very prolongation of 
this tempestuous period can hardly be regarded as evidence of an 
expiring movement. On the contrary, there are those who believe that 
the terrorist leaders are once more organising a campaign of lawless- 
ness for the summer months when there is little agricultural activity 
and that the gangs, at present weakened by the fact that many of them 
are in employment in the fields, will be strengthened again as soon as 
the employment ceases 


Even discounting the possibility of a recrudescence of armed violence . 


on a large scale. it does seem that the Palestine authorities are neglect- 
ing the elementary lessons which the past two years of organised crime 
Should have taught them. At the moment, there are three areas in the 
country in which violence continues practically unchecked, whatever 
means of repression are adopted. They are the districts between 
Nablus, Tulkarm. and Jenin, comprising a territory of roughly four 
hundred square miles . the Haifa rural division, which sends its law- 
breakers into that town. and the frontier stretches between Ras e! 
Nakura, on the coast, and Safed. together with the regions further east 


Step Gangsters Would Fear 


Surely it. ought. not to be beyond the capacity of the militar, 
authorities to proclaim a rigid system of Martial Law tn toese districts 
and then to proceed methodically, with all the powers vested by such a 
proclamation, to exterminate the “ bad hats ~ who persist in de! ying law 
and order in an apparent belief in their immunity from pun shiment. 
The salutary effect of Martial Law, which even the maletaciors fear. 
would certainly succeed where less stringent measures have tatied. 

Yet the eradication of the lawless elements would not remove the 
prime factor of disturbance in the situation. Nothing drastic has yet 
been done to fetter the activities and freedom of the Mult: o! 
Jerusalem and his exiled satellites who are living at Petrut and 
Damascus and are able to continue their intrigues in those places. 
It is strange, to say the least, that the British Government: which 
has reached such perfect accord with the French Government on 
matters of more vital importance, should have failed to stir the French 
authorities in the Lebanon and Syria to a realisation of the harm being 
wrought by the refugees who have claimed the hospitality tradit:onally 
shown to political exiles but have outrageously abused It. 

If the French authorities were under any sense of duty at all to the 
British Government in Palestine, their first obligation ought to be the 
removal to a more remote district of those persons whose machinations 
are now admitted to be the mainspring of the persistent unrest tn 
various parts of this country... It is for the British Government to insist 
upon a more effective restraint being placed upon these men who 
narrowly escaped being imprisoned tn their own country for instigation 
of, if not actual participation in, a serious revolt against established 
authority. The absurdity of placing one section of the former Arab 
Higher Committee on a remote island in the Indian Ocean, but 
of allowing the more influential section to continue the!r plotting 
unmolested from a place within a few hours’ journey, must be only too 
patent to those whose powers of observation are not biassed by con- 
siderations of “ higher policy.”

For ten years, the Eden Hotel 
was in a building on Ben-Yehuda Street, and became famed for Its 
comfort and service.

CLEMENCY TO ARAB FISHERMAN 
Sentences Reduced by Gen. Haining 


TRIAL OF THREE JEWISH YOUTHS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


It is gratifying to know that “the quality of mercy is not strained ” 
in the attitude of the British military authorities in Palestine towards 
persons sentenced for acts of violence by Military Courts under the 
Emergency Regulations. 

The General Officer Commanding has in the past released, or been 
lenient to, Arab men and women sentenced to varying terms ol 
imprisonment for being in illicit possession of firearms. The latest 
example of clemency has. been shown towards nine Arab fishermen 
from Gaza, the conviction of whom in Jerusalem on December 17th 
last caused a stir. 

Assad Khalil Shumalakh was sentenced to death, and his nine sons 
and nephews to life and other terms, when they came into conflict with 
the police who were arresting Assad Khalil for carrying a loaded 
revolver. Assad Khalil was later reprieved and his sentence commuted 
to one of life imprisonment: eight other Shumalakhs were given life 
terms: and a boy of fourteen, Hassan Saleh Shumalakh, was sent to 
a reformatory for six months. 

Although Assad Khalil remains in prison, the seven sentenced to life 
terms will now serve six months only, being released in June, while the 
eldest, Khalil Ismail, a “lifer.” and the voungest, Hassan Saleh, have 
been released already. 


Miust Be Regarded As Precedent 


The sympathetic consideration shown towards this family of Arab 
fishermen ought surely to serve as a precedent.in the cases of the three 
Jewish youths of Rosh-Pinah who were arrested outside that colony 
on April 21st, on a charge of having fired revolvers at an Arab omnibus. 

These three youngsters.—the ‘e'dest of whom ts twenty-one—were not 
terrorists, nor had they preyed upon a defenceless community... If 
guilty at all, they were perhaps guilty of an excess of hot-headed 
zeal, following the murder of four voung Jewish settlers as the result 
of a taxt ambush near Hanuta, in North-West Palestine, the previous 
week-end. 

It must be realised, by the military authorities no less than the civil 
Administration, that the continual murders of law-abiding Jewish 
residents have the most unfortunate effect upon the long-maintained 
restraint and endurance of Jewish youth, who become, rightly or 
wrongly, convinced that desperate conditions need desperate remedies: 
and that they must act if the Government holds its hand. It would 
be most regrettable if a vindictive attitude were adopted towards these 
misguided young men. 

[here is also the case of Ezekiel Altman, who is serving a life term 
as the outcome of what can only be described as a travesty of justice 
by the Military Courts. Your Correspondent has persistently pressed 
lor an impartial reconsideration of the evidence and for Altman's 
complete exoneration of a charge which, at the most, may have merited 
disciplinary action by the authorities. Now that the General Officer 
Commanding has shown spontaneous clemency towards the Arab 


fishermen, it is not too much to hope that Altman’s case will be similarly 
considered.

its policy of- closing the gates ol Palestine when so much distress 
being experienced among world Jewish communities and a vital need 
for men and women exists in Eretz: Yisrael.

CABINET TURNING AGAINST PARTITION

As these lines are being written it is still uncertain whether Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore—now Lord Harlech—wil! finally relinquish the Colonial 
Secretaryship, but his voluntary resignation and its acceptance by the 
Prime Minister are generally taken for granted in Parliamentary circles. 
there is considerably more speculation about the choice of his 

ceessor, and a widely prevalent expectation that whoever he is. 
the change will imply a marked weakening of the bias towards Parti- 
ton, which most members of the Cabinet have latterly come to regard 
as both politically inexpedient and strategically dangerous to the 
British Empire.

Sir S. Hoare: An employer in this country who wishes to engage 
the services of a foreign domestic from abroad is required to obtain 
a permit from my right hon. friend the Minister of Labour, and to 
Satisty him that he is unable to obtain the services of a person in 
this country for the post in question. The employer is, of course, 
required to State the nationality of the person to be engaged, but { 
understand that it is not the practice of my right hon. friend to put 
questions to the employer as to such person's race or religion. In the 
case Of refugees admitted to this country, sympathetic consideration 
is given to the question of allowing them to take employment.

No Need to Fear the Dictators 
GREAT BRITAIN’S REFUSAL OF ANTI-SEMITISM 

Sir Samuel Hoare..the Home Secretary, addressed the Rotary 
International Club conference at Blackpool on Saturday on “ The 
(,00d Companionship of British Democracy.” 

[he British Commonwealth and the United States, Sir Samuel said, were 
the two chief bulwarks of democratic government. If Communism of 
Fascism spread tis power over the citizens of those two countries there 
would be an end of all democracy in.the world. But there was no need 
to assume that because dictatorships had been established over Central 
and Eastern Europe the British Commonweaith and the United States were 
the home of fost cause Dictatorships, though they were called by 
different names’'and were not vet mechanised into juggernaut machines, 
had always existed: what was more, democracies had flourished by their 
side for generations.

Mr. M. Jacoss said that the members as a whole turned a deal 
ear to appeals for Jewish charities, and out of a total membership of 
about 800, only 115 had subscribed to the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Pupils attending the Hebrew Classes were costing the Synagogue about 
£6 per head per annum, and the time might come when. to reduce 
costs, collaboration with other classes would be found necessary.

Mr. S. J. Lampri, Warden, presided. and said that the membership 
had been maintained. Some difficulty had occasionally been experi- 
enced, however, in obtaining a Minyan on week-day mornings. The 
United Synagogue Council had resolved to erect on part of the land 
adjoining the Synagogue, and on the site of the Minister's house, 
a Communal Hall to accommodate 350-375 people, divisible by means 
of folding partitions into four classrooms and including a stage 
convertible into a Sucecah. The scheme also provided for the erection 


of three flats above the Hall, for the Ministers and caretaker. The 
cost would be about £6,009, towards which the Congregation would 
have to contribute £1,009. In addition, the furnishing and the electric 


fittings would have to be provided locally. A scheme was in prepara- 
tion which would provide facilities for young people who could not 
allord Yo become full members to be given certain limited rights of 
membership. Proposals for payment to the United Synagogue of the 
local contributions to the scheme had been submitted, and although 
they were not in accordance with the usual practice, the Treasurers of 
the United Svnagogue had magnanimously accepted them. 

Mr. Louts Courts, Financial Representative, regretted a decline in 
the offerings of £37, and of £5 in the contributions to the Mutual Aid 
Fund. Ihe accounts showed a final surplus of £8. 

A Communal Hall Committee, consisting of the Hon. Officers, Board 


of Management, and representatives of the Ladies’ Guild and Young 
Israel Society was elected.

Contributions to Culture 


and Economic Development 


By ISRAEL COHEN 


THE contributions that the Jews of Austria have made to the cultural 
and economic development of their country have been not only notable 
in themselves but out of all. proportion to what one might have 
reasonably expected from so small a fraction of the population. 
According to the census of 1934 there were 191,000 Jews, forming 
2.83 per cent. of the total population, and the preponderating 


-_ majority, 176,000, were in Vienna, where they amounted to 9.4 pei 
: cent. of the population. Although they were assured minority rights 
- 2 by the Treaty of St. Germain, and nominally enjoyed civil equality 
: ' even in the Corporative State created by Chancellor Schuschnigg, they 
5 : were, as a rule, excluded from the service of both the Government 
- 4 and the municipalities. Of. the 42,000 employees of the .City ol 
- % Vienna only 152 were Jews, and among the 160,000 civil servants 
. throughout the Federal Republic there were only 682 Jews, while the 
, « total of 834 included 164 teachers at elementary and higher-grade 
| schools. 
= * In consequence of their practical exclusion from the public services, 
eS the Jews devoted themselves to the liberal professions and to all 
f branches of commerce and industry, in which they attained much 
re more than ordinary success. Indeed, their achievements in science, 
= medicine, music, and the drama brought no little fame to their native 
_ country, while their labours in the economic field greatly contributed 
e to its commercial and industrial advancement. Although little more 
- = than a fortieth of the population, they have received four of the Nobel! 
* prizes that have been awarded to Austria, the winners being the 
following: Alfred Fried, the pre-War apostle of peace; Protessor 
Robert Baranyi, the ear specialist, famous for his discovery about 
the relation between the inner ear and the sense of equilibrium, 
who accepted a call to the Upsala University; Professor Karl Land- 
steiner, who discovered the human blood groups and is a member 
. of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research; and Protessor Otto 
‘3 Loewy, the physiologist, of Graz University, who refused Chairs at 
F American and Dutch universities, and has now been imprisoned by 
the Nazi authorities solely on account of his race.

THE AIRSRIP AND THE AUTOMOBILE 


The Jews of Austria have to their credit two of the most important 
inventions of modern times. The first dirigible airship was con- 
structed by David Schwarz, who did not live to see its trial flight 
outside Berlin in 1897, but his patents were acquired the following 
year by Count Zeppelin, who was a witness of the ascent. The 
first automobile was the creation of Siegfried Markus, and is still 
exhibtied in the Vienna Technical Museum. Josef Popper (known 
also as Popper-Lynkeus) discovered in 1862 the principle of the trans- 
mission of power by electricity, and was also a pioneer in aerodynamics. 
A valuable contribution to the development of wireless communica- 
tion was made by Robert von Lieben, who invented the three-electrode 


valve (afterwards perfected by Lee de Forest). 

=. ~_ In the domain of law, important contributions have been made by 
a; Josef Unger, who was one of the founders of Austrian Civil Law, 
a, and held the position of President of the Imperial Law Court for over 
ae a quarter of a century; by Baron von Schey, whose “ Manual of the 
“ Civil Code ” went through over twenty editions; and by Professor 
He Samuel Griinhut, who was Dean of the Law Faculty of the Vienna 
Be 2 University and an authority on commercial law. In philosophy, the 
a most distinguished names are those of Theodor Gomperz, whose three- 


volume work on “Greek Thinkers” has been translated into several lan- 
guages, and his son, Heinrich Gomperz, who has also written on Greek 
philosophers, as well as on various philosophical problems.

ie i} The Jews of Austria have been particularly conspicuous in their 
ra bi development of the Press and their contributions to literature. They 
ie founded the Neve Freit Presse, which was for many decades the 
Se i most influential and widely read Austrian paper; it remained under 


Jewish control until two years ago, when it was bought by a German 
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concern. They also founded another popular paper, the Neves 
Wiener which has now gone Nazi. Das PR! MDENBLATT, 
which was the daily organ of the old Imperial Court, likewise owed 
a Jew, Moritz Szeps, whose sister became the wife oj 
Clémenceau: and so did the ARBEITER ZEITUNG, which was established 
by Viktor Adler. Of the large host of Jews who have been eminent 
as journalists since 1848 it Is possible to select only a few of the more 
distinguished names, such as the feuilletonists, Daniel Spitzer and 
Theodor Herzl (the founder of Political Zionism), the publicist and 
historian, Heinrich Friedjung, the satirist, Karl Kraus, and the critic, 
Alfred Polear. Of the authors and playwrights whose fame has 
spread to other lands, the foremost are Arthur Schnitzler, Hugo 
von Hoffmansthal (who wrote most of the librettt to the operas of! 
Richard Strauss), Stefan Zweig, Felix Salten, Richard Beer-Hofimann, 
and Egon Friede}l (who committed suicide after the German invasion)

FAMOUS COMPOSERS AND MUSICIANS 


Turning to music, we find composers not only. of symphonies and 
concerti, such as Gustav Mahler, Arnold Schoenberg, and Egon 
Wallesz. but also of operettas that are regarded as typical products 
of the Viennese genius. such as Oscar Strauss, Leo Fall, and Emmerich 
Kalroan. The best-known Viennese song, Das Fiaker Lied (* Thi 
Cab Song.) was composed by a Jew named Pick. Conducting | 
represented by Gustav Mahler, Bruno Walter, and = Alwin (late 
<irector of the Vienna Opera), while the executants include Fritz 
Kreisler, Alfred Gruenfeld, and Arnold Rosé, founder of the Rose 
quartet. As for the stage, it was the grandson of a Rabbi, Joseph 
von Sonnenfels, who founded a German national theatre in Vienna 
in the reign of Joseph UH; Adolf von Sonnenthal, who was the mos! 
gifted exponent of classical German heroes; and Max. Reinhard! 
who is the most brilliant producer of plays. Max Pallenberg was « 
popular favourite in plays of Moliére, and Fritz Kortner in those 
of Shakespeare, while the operatic stage was enriched by Selma Kurz 
and Fritzi Masary, Adolf Demuth, and Richard Tauber. 

Equally impressive is the record of the Jews in the economic sphere 
They were pioneers both in financing and organising the industrialisa 
tion of Austria, which began in the ‘seventies. To them was du 
the introduction of the silk, fur, clothing, and boot industries; the, 
founded the first chocolate factory in Vienna operated by steam. 
the first brewery, the principal oil-refinery, and one of the larges' 
electrical baking establishments. The first railway in Austria, the 
Nordbahn, trom Vienna to Brinn and Cracow, was constructed by, 
Solomon Rothschild, and tt facilitated the development of mining 
and industry. In partnership with the Gutmann brothers, Rothschild 
introduced the use of coal as fuel in Vienna, Jewish enterprise was 
also responsible for initiating the use of steamships on the Danube 
in 1830 tor the transport of goods. It is no exaggeration to say tha! 
most of the export trade of Austria, especially with the Orient, wa 
organised by Jews. The commercial development was begun in th 
eighteenth century by the Sefardic or Spanish Jews, who were granted 
the right of domicile in Vienna under Maria Theresa, thanks to th« 
influence of Baron Diego d’Aguilar, who was related to the Disrac!: 
family. The Jews have also been prominent in finance: apart fro: 
the Rothschilds and other banks, their financial ability is tMlustrated 
by Baron von Kienboeck (son of a Jewess), who has often been 
Minister of Finance and is still President of the Austrian Nationa! 
Bank. 

This is a mere outline of the Jewish contribution to the progress 
of Austria, but it should suffice to show that the country, and especially 
Vienna, would have been much the poorer without it. The Nazis 
have now declared that the Jews must be eliminated from the 
intellectual and economic life of the conquered capital, so that i! 
may again become a German city. They will take possession ot! 
all that the Jews have created in the economic sphere, exclude them 
from all further activity in the culiural domain, and, in expelling them 
from the land in which they have lived for centuries, give further proo! 
of the race-hatred and reaction that are basic elements of the Nazi 
ideology. 


BISHOP CONDEMNS PERSECUTION OF JEWS 
{From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


In the course of his presidential address last week to the Manchester 
Diocesan Conference, the Bishop of Manchester, Dr. Guy Warman, said: 
“1 think we must get it out of our heads that we are entitled to interfere 
with, Or even seriously criticise, the methods of government that seem best 
to other nations. | should be sorry for anything like Fascism or 
Communism obtaining power in this country. I do not believe it ever will. 
I have a great regard for the freedom of our modern democracy and I dare 
to believe that it owes much to the religious faith of this country. Of 
course, there are some things, such as persecution of the Jews and of 
Christian minorities and great Christian communions, that shock the con- 
science of the world, and if we in England can do anything to bring home 
to the people of high principle in other lands ‘our sense of the shockingness 
of these things we shall have done much for the peace of the world.”

JEW-LAW IN HUNGARY 


Tense Debate in Lower House 
GOVERNMENT HOTLY ATTACKED 


“A Veritable Catastrophe ” 


The tull-dress debate on the proposed 
law opened in the Hungarian Lowe; 
tmosphere of intense excitement. The: 
Jeputies, and the public galleries were filled to capacity. 

Ihe Bill, which has already becn adopted by a joint session oft the 
.ommittees of the Lower House, was defended by Dr. Makkai. a 
Right Radical deputy, who said that although the Jews had done much 
OL Hungary in the economic field it was no less true that they occupied 
ut present the most Important econom positions in the country. lt 
sas a great mistake that the Hungarians had taken no part in the 
cconomic development of their coun but that mistake had to be 
rectified, 

A Christian Social speaker, Deputy Moeller. declared that the Bill 
did not go far enough. He had e pected the Prime Minister to 
introduce a 5 per cent. mumerus clausis He demanded that the 
cconomic positions at present occupied by the Jews should be “ recon. 
quered " and that Jews should not be eranted trading and handicraft 

Dr. Rassay, the leader of the Nationa! Liberal Party. who reiterated 
his opposition to the Bill, was frequently interrupted by extremist 
Government supporters. He said that he rejected the Bill for con- 
titutional, social, and economic reasons as well as for reasons of 
‘oreign policy. He regarded the Bill as a veritable catastrophe. The 
Hungarian middle classes had always held trade in contempt, and the 
Hungarian Jews had obtained a hold over trade not only because they 
possessed inherited abilities but because the non-Jewish Hungarians 
egarded those callings with contempi. Before the coming of the 
lcws, trade in Hungary was in the hands of Greeks, Armenians, and 
Serbs. 

Dr. Eckhardt, the leader of the Independent Agrarian Party, declared 
that he would accept the Bill, but sharply criticised several of its 
provisions, 

[he President of the Government Party, Deputy Nagy de Tasnad, 
urged that it was the duty of the Hungaria Government and people 
to carry out the provisions of the law without hatred. 

[he unfortunate impression the proposed law had already made on 
public opinion abroad was stressed by Deputy Peyer, the leader of the 
Social Democratic Party. The Hungarian people, he said, were by 
nature not anti-Semitic. Before the War, anti-Semitism in Hungary) 
was the hobby of aristocracy. In the villages, even to-day, the Jews 
lived on the best of terms with the Hungarian peasants. Anti-Semitism 
was made not in Hungary but abroad.

A Threat to Other Minorities 


On Monday, the principal speeches were made by the Jewish 
National Democratic Deputy, Dr. Johann Vaszonyi, who is a son. of 
Wilhelm Vaszonyi, the former Minisier of Justice; and Dr. Gustay 
Gratz, a former Foreign Minister who is also a member of the National 
Democratic Party. Both speakers condemned the Bill. Dr. Vaszonyi, 
in a moving speech, said that he felt as if he were being tried by 
a court which had already decided on the verdict. He dented that 
the Jews formed an economic and political unit and pointed out that 
they belonged to different political parties. There was no collective 
“Jewish capital,” he said; there were merely individual rich Jews. Dr. 
Gratz said that the Bill violated the principle of equality of rights. It 
was the Jews who had promoted the economic development of Hungary 
during the last decades of the past century, he went on, and it was 
due to the efforts of Jewish firms that Hungarian agrarian products 
could be marketed to-day in accordance with modern principles. Non- 
Jewish youth enjoyed every freedom to take an active part in the 
economic life of the country, and it was not necessary to create jobs 
lor them by dismissing non-Christians from their present positions. 
His conscience did not allow him to give his assent to a Bill which 
meant economic ruin for many thousands of families whose members 
had committed no crime. The Bill opened the door to a tendency 
which could be applied to members of other minorities. Real love 
ot race, he concluded, did not express itself in the hatred of other 
races, 


Cultural Leaders Denounce the Bill 


On the day the debate opened, a manifesto protesting against the 
proposed Law was issued over the signatures of a number of prominent 
Hungarian artists, writers, and scientists. Among the signatories are 
Count Georg Apponyi, Bela Bartok, Zoltan Kodaly, and Professor 
Stefan Csok. 

“We Hungarian writers, artists, and scientists,” the manifesto 
declares, “representing different political views and parties, the 
inheritors of the thousand-year-old Hungarian culture and all of us 
Christians, raise our voices for the principle of equality of rights for 
all citizens and demand that the so-called Bill * for the maintenance of} 
social equilibrium,’ if passed by Parliament, should not be allowed to 

embodied in Hungarian law. The proposed law does not humiliate 
the Jews as much as the sons of the Hungarian middle classes, for 1t 


implies that they can obtain employment in their own country only at. 


the price of depriving a section of their own fellow <izens of their 
Civil rights. 


“This Bill, furthermore, affects in the first place those members of ~ 


the Jewish Community who are exposed to the whims of their 


employ ers, and, above all, the Jewish youth who seem to be particu- 
larly penalised for not being old enough to carry arms during the 
Great War.” the manifesto goes on. “ The Hungarian nation wants all 
its strength in these days of continual crisis. The rulers of the former 
Hungarian provinces do their utmost to sever the connection of the 
Hungarians of the Jewish faith from their true fatherland. Must we, 
too, follow their example and hound 400,000 of our fellow-citizens out 
of the ranks of our nation?

AUSTRIA’S EIGHT-YEAR JEW ‘** PURGE” 
A ** Moderate *’ Solution 
NAZI PRESS STILL IMPATIENT 


[he policy of the Nazi authorities in Austria appears to be one of 
driving out the Jews as.quickly as possible. THe Times reports that 
the Jews are to be allowed an increasing amount of activity provided 
that they arrange that at least 25,000 a year leave the country. This is 
said to be a “compromise “ solution. According to the VOFLKISCHER 
BEOBACHILR, however, in reality the Nazi authorities want at least 
10,000 Jews to emigrate from Austria this year, so that on completion 
of the Four-Year plan Austria will be judenrein. 

[he position of the Jews who remain is to be made impossible. The 
RetcHspost boasts that 82,000" non-Aryans have been ousted 
fron, *ieir positions since the Hitlerist coup. It expresses the hope that 
all Jewish influence will be banned from Austria during the next two 
years, and that Field-Marshal Goering will not need to wait four years 
lor the complete “ Aryvantsation ” of the country. 

Further measures to eliminate the Jews have been announced during 
the past few days. They have now been excluded from the cattle and 
meat trade, and trom the Press. Gauleiter Buerckel has tssued strict 
instructions to the proprietors of the Austrian newspapers and to all 
publishers that they must employ only persons who can prove their 
“Aryan” descent back to 1800. Jewish journalists who were employed 
in newspaper oilices and who were at first promised provisional pay- 
ments of SO per cent. of their salaries in lieu of notice, have now been 
informed that no further payments will be made to them, 

A Reuter message states that Dr. Stefan von Miller, former editor of 
the Neve Freie Priesst, of Vienna, has committed suicide. He was 
halt-Jewish. 

[hree well-known university professors were suspended from their 
duties last week. One ts Prof. Viktor Hess, of Innsbruck, a Nobel 
prize-winner, famous for his work in experimental physics. He was 
chief of the X-ray institute at Innsbruck. Another suspension is that 
of the Vienna professor of anthropology, Josef Weininger. The third 
case is that of Prof. Hans Benndorf, chief of the Graz Institute of 
Physical Science and of the institute for the training of gymnastic 
teachers. 


THE BURGENLAND REFUGEES 
Plea to the Czech Authorities 


The American Joint Distribution Committee, in Paris, has asked the 
Czechoslovakian Government to follow the example of the Yugoslav 
authorities and admit the fifteen Burgenland Jews who are sull on the 
French Danube tug “ lena,” which picked them up after the Nazis had 
left them marooned on a breakwater. 

The Joint Distribution Committee has given a written guarantee to 
the Czech Government promising that the fifteen Bargenland Jews, if 
admitted to Czechoslovakia, will not become a public burden during 
the limited period of their stay there. They will be provided for by 
local Jewish organisations, and steps will be taken to get them 
immediately into another country. 

lhe forty-three Burgenland Jews who were stranded in a hut between 
the Austrian and Yugoslav frontier, near the village Rojesevci, have 
been permitted by the Yugoslav Government, after prolonged negotia- 
tions. to remain in the country for a maximum of thirty days. During 
that time Jewish organisations will have to obtain visas for them 
permitting them to enter another country. Should they fail to obtain 
visas, the Jews will be deported. In the meantime, the authorities have 
allowed them to reside in the township of Earazdin, near Zagreb, 
where the local Jewish Community will care for them. 

Sir Neill Malcolm, the League of Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees from Germany, visited the Yugoslav Minister in London 
last Monday, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, and discussed 
with him the position of the stranded Burgenland refugees. 
As a result of the interview, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, it 
is hoped ‘that the Yugoslav Government will permit the refugees to 
remain for two or three months until arrangements are made for them 
to go elsewhere. 3 

A Jewish delegation from Vienna has gone to Eisenstadt to make an 
effort to save twenty-two scrolls of the Law of the exiled Burgenland 
Jewish communities, which are now in the possession of the Mayor of 
Fisenstadt. The delegation hastened its departure when it learnt that 
the Mavor had announced his intention to sell the Scrolls for the benefit 
of local municipal works. 


11 is reported that, in contrast to Germany, Jews in Austria are being 
admitted to military service. Those Jews who are 2 ge it is added, 
are being put to work in factories producing war material. 

Castle Leopoldskron, near Salzburg, the home of Herr Max Reinhardt, 
the theatrical producer, has been confiscated by the State.

The Ministries of Finance and the Interior have decreed that no reductions 
in land taxation shall be allowed in cases of land owned by Jews. 


NAZI BOYCOTT IN) CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Jewish Employers Threatened 


According to reports from Prague, the mitensive anti-Jewish boycott 
now being conducted by the Sudeten Germans in Bohemia ts Organised 
by Nazi agents sent from Germany. 

The Henlein Nazis, in a number of places, have addressed demards 
to Jewish factory owners to dismiss their “Jewish and Socialist” 
employees and to replace them by Nazis. When the factory-owners 
refused, the Nazis threatened revenge, and the police are now obliged 
to guard Jewish homes and factories. 

Members of the Nazi Party who are discovered buying from Jewish 
shops are being fined by Henlein officials. The Henlein Press has 
stopped accepting any advertisements from Jews. This ban rarticu- 
larly aflects Jewish businesses in the German districts, where the Jews 
have no other Organs in which to place their advertisements. — In 
German-speaking theatres, Jewish actors are finding themselves almost 
completely excluded. | 

The eflect of the anti-Jewish incitement on the younger generation 
is already marked. In some schools, the Sudeten German pupils 
refuse to sit mear Jews. Cases have also been reported of Sudeten 
German pupils refusing to attend their schools until their Jewish 
teachers are dismissed. 

The Srurrmer adds its quota to the campaign by publishing a 
Jeading article describing the Czech Jews as fomentors of war against 
Germany. 


At the last moment. Jewish groups in Czechoslovakia have Cecided to 
contest the forthcoming municipal elections on a united basis. 


SWASTIKA AND CROSS IN ITALY 
Fascist Paper Attacks Pope 


“It is sad that on the Feast Day of the Cross of Christ. the banners 
of another cross, which certainly is not that of Christ, should have been 
hoisted in Rome. This is out of place and out of time. Pray and 
pray and pray for the mercy of the Almighty in all its largeness,” said 
the Pope last week, as Hitler entered Rome, along streets bedecked 
with swastika banners. 

Hitler's friends in Italy quickly replied. An article in the Popoto 
D'Iratia declared: “If it be necessary to speak clearly we would say to 
the Father of all us Catholics that to-day it is very dangerous to speak 
of the Cross of Christ and wave it about like a weapon. In the end he 
might find himself menaced by a mocking company of usurers, Free- 
masons and Bolshevists without the possibility of using it to eject them 
from God's temple. He might find himself abandoned and desperately 
alone to pray and pray and pray.” 

In Florence, on Sunday, Hitler unwittingly saluted the memory of a 
dead Jew, when he laid a wreath on the tomb of some “heroes of the 
Fascist Revolution.” Among the dead was Simon Daus, of Florence.

Under the present law, it is 
the Jew who must preve to a court that he is legally entitled to citizen 
ship. 

the Rumanian Foreign Minister, says the Jewish Telegraph: 
Agency, replied that his Government considered the revision o! 
ciuzenship an internal affair and was not prepared to discuss any 
compromise on the question. He is said to have indicated that in this 
matter his Government had the support of all members of the Little 
Entente. 

So far, the Rumanian Government has not submitted its observations 
on the petitions submitted by Jewish organisations, and the Rumanian 
delegation indicated that the Government intended to ignore both the 
petitions and the League's invitation to reply to them.

Vast and Empty Land te Develop 
AN AUSTRALIAN’S SCHEME 


From Mr. C. H. CHOMLEY 


(Editor. “ British Australian and New Zealander”) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—Two concurrent happenings—the growing need of the Jews 
within recent years for some portion of the earth which they can ca’! 
their own and the growing need of Australia for men and money to 
populate and develop parts of the continent, the emptiness of which 
is a temptation to certain other nations and a consequent danger tv 
her—suggest the possibility that an arrangement between Jews and 
Australians might permit these two needs to be satisfied with mutual 
benefit. 

Will you. permit me, as an Australian addressing Jewish readers, 
briefly to put some views on this matter, which has been the subject 
since the beginning of the year of a number of articles in a paper 
edited by me ‘and addressed primarily to Australians? 

In the north-west of the Australian continent, which has a total 
area of 3,000,000 square miles, is a part of the State of Western 
Australia, known as the Kimberley Division, with an area of 133,000 
square miles and a population of less than five hundred white people 
and a few thousand aborigines. This area has a good, but not exces- 
sive, rainfall, ranging from twenty-two inches a year to fifty-three 
inches, much fertile soil adapted to a great variety of products, large 
rivers which could provide water for irrigation, mineral products of 
many kinds, splendid harbours at present quite undeveloped, and 
coastal waters teeming with fish. There are no railways, no roads, 
and no industries of any kind, except some pearl fishing off the coast 
and cattle-raising in parts of the interior. A number of! holdings, up 
to a million acfes in extent, are let by the Western Australian Govern- 
ment on long leases to graziers, who pay a rental of 2s. 6d. to 45s: pe! 
square mile per year. A large part of the territory includes rive: 
valleys suitable for agriculture and is absolutely unoccupied. Yet 
the mission gardens show that cotton, sugar, tropical and sub-tropical 
fruits and vegetables and useful plants of many kinds grow luxuriantly. 

The Kimberley Division hes within the tropics, but the climate 
is healthy and, for most of the year. very pleasant. In 1920, the 
Australian Medical Congress, examining climatic conditions inthe 
Commonwealth, concluded that it was unable to find any inherent or 
insuperable obstacles in the way of permanent occupation of tropical 
Australia by a healthy indigenous white race. 

Without the slightest doubt, North-West Australia, like tropical 
Queensland on the other side of the continent, will some day be 
settled by people of a white race—i!, in-the meantime, Australians, 
devoted to the ideal of a white Australia, can. keep the yellow races 
out, 

There is not the remotest chance of thirty thousand Australians 
or English people settling in Kimberley in the next thirty years. Settle- 
ment on any large imtersive scale ts impossible there without the 
expenditure of large sums of money on developing ports and harbours, 
building roads and railways, damming rivers for irrigation, and capital 
works of various kinds. Australia needs all the money she can raise 
or borrow tor similar works in her settled, or partly-settled, areas. 
and she has need of all her people for production and development 
there. So the Kimberley Division will remain practically empty for 
a generation to come, unless Australia makes an offer to some people. 
not of British blood, inducing them to occupy it in agreement with her. 
or unless some other alien people take it—or try to take it 
her leave. 

In these circumstances, J, as an Australian, suggest that Australia 
could do nothing more eminently to her advantage than to make an 
offer to the Jews which might promote large-scale Jewish settlement 
in Kimberley. Driven in tens Of thousands by vile persecution from 
their present homes in Europe, most of them unable to find a new 
home in Palestine, unwelcome in any number in other communities 
with unemployment troubles and immigration laws, Jews must. for 
their salvation, find a land where any man may sit under his own 
vine and fig tree, untroubled and secure. In Australia. there is such 
a land, which I believe the Jews might have, if they want it sufficiently 
lo pay the price. The price would be their own labour in tackling 
nature in the raw. as British colonists in Australia have done before 
them, aided, as these colonists were not, by money resources which 
wealthy Jews have the power to provide. 

Here is a bare outline of a scheme which I believe my fellow- 
Australians would accept, not perhaps at once, but after they have 
thought it out and the Commonwealth Government and the Western 
Australian Government had carefully considered all the details. The 
question | am asking your permission in this letter to put to your 
readers Is: “ Does such a scheme in principle find acceptance from the 
Jews?” In practice, they would naturally not enter into it unless, 
on examination, experts appointed by them reported it to be suited to 
their needs, 

What I propose Australia should do is to offer to some responsible 
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Jewish organisation with capital at its command a large area in the 
Kimberley Division 30.000 to 50,000 square miles -on certain con. 
ditions. These would include an annual payment to Western Australia 
Sor the innd. Commonwealth control of the Customs, immigration 
laws, and defence, and acceptance by Jewish settlers in the territory 
of restriction on their entry into any other part of Australia except 
on passports issued by Commonwealth authority. There would, [ 
think. be no chance o! Australian consent to the admission of foreign 
Jews. except as individuals in very limited numbers, into the C ommon- 
wealth as a whole. There might be a condition that a certain sun 
to be agreed should be spent on developing the territory for every 
thousand Jewish immigrants settling there. The greater portion of thy 
Customs revenue collected in the territory's ports might be allotted 
to the Jewrsh authority aS its own revenue, the remainder going to the 
Commonwealth Treasury. 

The area allotted to the Jews would (as I visualise 1) be a territory 
of the Commonwealth in many respects autonomous, is citizens 
having no voice in legislation for the rest of Australia, 
If. Sir. vour space, of which I have already asked much, permitted, 
1 could make many other suggestions on points that would arise ‘in 
framing conditions for a Jewish-Australian settlement. They mus 
be thrashed out, if and when the stage of negotiation between 
Australian Governments and some Jewish organisation is reached. | 
trust that before long it may be, feeling certain in my own mind tha! 
there is no valid objection whatever, from the Australian point of view, 
to handing over a large and valuable area of Australian territory to 
a people who would settle it, develop it, and hold it secure, in friend 
ship with Australia’ and the Empire, and hoping that the Jews, on 
looking into the matter, may find the Kimberley Division a potentia! 
home for a large number of them which, on terms mutually acceptable 
to therm and Australia, they are able to secure.

“As a rule.” the paper goes on, “-we cannot offer any encourage 
ment to a Jewish migration on the land, as there ts already an 
appreciable over-production in this primary industry, and the turthe: 
application of scientific Knowledge in agriculture will further reduce 
the number of people required for tts maintenance and developmen! 

It is the secondary manufacturing industries which are clamouring 
tor more labouring hands. and organtsing brains. There ts hardly an 
industry in Australia which could not be expanded, absorbing more 
und more men and women.” 

Ihe paper considers that there is room far a substantial Jewish 
migration into Australia. “Our proportion to the general population 
of Australia has tallen for the last thirty years from 0.40 per cent. to 
0.36 per cent., and our increase for the period of 1921-1933 1s two 
und-a-half times less than the increase of the general population. [hic 
future of the Jewish population here ts threatened with physica! 
extinction if no migration replenishes the deficiency created by a falling 
birth-rate. 

However, it is urged that the flow of Jewish migration should not be 
left to the chance of.accidental factors, as individual nominations by 
relatives or friends. “Such a policy must inevitably result in an 
unbalanced composition of trades and professions and must lead to 
over-crowding In some sections and cause unemployment in others 
Some sort of planning ahead ts imperative in the import of men as 1p 
the import of goods, and it is our duty, both towards the Australian 
community and to our own people, to contribute towards a constructiv: 
plan of Jewish migration.” The formation of a Jewish immigration 
body 1s advocated whose task will be to select immigrants after a 
yearly quota has been agreed on by the Government.

PROFESSOR EINSTEIN AND A JEWISH STATE 

Professor Einstein, in a speech at a gathering of Jewish Labour, 
referred to Palestine, and stated that he would much prefer an under- 
Standing with the Arabs to the creation of a Jewish State, because he 
was afraid of a Jewish State with frontiers, an army, and its possible 
consequences. He expressed the fear that the restoration of the Jews 
as a nation in the political sense might lead to a deviation from the 
spiritual Judaism, as expressed by the Jewish prophets. 

Commenting on these observations, the JewiSH MORNING JOURNAL (New 
York) remarks that such words from the eminent scientist have a curious 
ring in the ears of Zionists. The views of Professor Einstein are in accord 
with his general outlook and are those of a man preoccupied with the 
Cosmos and things above. But the theories of relativity, as other noble 
ideals. are not yet powerful enough to prevent humanity from being divided 
into States and nations and to dispense with frontiers and armies. The 
Jews are a people suffering from homelessness. Why then, should they be 
expected to forgo having a small corner in the land of their ancestors and 
dwelling there in a measure of peace’? Fverybody agrees with Professor 
Einstein, continues the paper, that it would be best to come to an under- 
standing with the Arabs. but he must be aware that it is no fault of the 
Jews if the Arabs refuse to come to any peaceful understanding save that 
of suspending Jewish immigration. 

The article concludes that Professor Einstein's assumption that a Jewrtsh 
State was not in accordance with the principles of Judaism is, with all 
a respect. almost absurd. Achad Ha’am spoke of a spiritual centre at a time 
when a Jewish State was outside the bounds of possibility. But he quickly 
changed his views the moment an opportunity came to realise the creation 


of a really Jewish National Home. Narrow nationalism ts an admittedly evil 
3 thing. but nationalism in itself need not be narrow, and Judaism has a tar 
a greater chance of developing in the spirit of the prophets in a Jewish State 
| than under the administration of another Power.

HEBREW IN THE UNITED STATES 

It is estimated that there are about 100,000 Jews in America who 
are familiar with Hebrew. Most of them have attended Yeshivot and 
other Hebrew schools in the old country. If they all maintained their 
interest in Hebrew there would be in America a strong group of 
: . Hebraists. But the heartbreaking fact is that only a small number is 
; concerned with keeping the Hebrew home fires burning. In the final 
analysis, those who will maintain Hebrew culture in America will be 
those who acquired it there. 

The purpose of the Hebrew school in America, the ToG (New York) 
writes, 1s to inculcate the knowledge and love of Hebrew in the hearts of 
our youth.’ If this purpose were carried out fully, no one would need 
to worry about the future of Jewry in the United States. But the task is 
far from being met adequately. It is estimated that of the 300,000 Jewish 
children of school age in New York, only a small fraction is getting a 
sound Hebrew training. Something must be done to awaken the conscious- 
ness of American Jews to the need to give their children a more substantial 
Hebrew education. 

A Hebrewless Jewry, the article proceeds, is a Jewry doomed to extinction. 
Throughout Jewish history great Jewish centres have disappeared because 
they were Hebrewless. In the long run only those Jewries that were 
permeated with the Hebrew spirit survived. America cannot expect to be 
an exception. In the ratio in which we cultivate Hebrew, says the paper, 
we build a nucleus so strong, so powerfully Jewish, that it is able to with- 
Stand all the ravages of time. A translated Judaism is a spurious Judaism. 
it withers at the first blast. An intelligent laity, versed in the Hebrew lore. 
has always been looked upon as a prerequisite to our group survival. We 
could not do without it in other countries. We shall not be able to do 
without it in America.

TWO KINDS OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


Democratic’ and ** Totalitarian ” 
4 TASK FOR JEWS AND CHRISTIANS 


(From our Special Correspondent] 


A distinction between anti-Semitism in democratic and in totalitarian 
States was made by the Rev. W. W. Simpson, Minister of the Anhurst 
Park Methodist Church, in a lecture on “ Youth and Anti-Semitism ” 
at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Wednesday of last week. Mr. Basil 
L. Q. Henriques presided. 

The Rev. W. Simpson said that the former type of anti-Semitism 
was typical of districts where, although Jews lived side by side with non- 
Jews, no attempt was made by the two Communities to Know each 
other. The latter type of anti-Semitism was artificially stimulated and 
was part of a definite political programme. While the “ normal, 
latent anti-Semitism concerned the Jew only in its effects, the totali- 
tarian type ultimately concerned Christians as well as Jews. “ That is 
the significant thing.” he said, “ and it is not as well recognised as it 
ought to be.” 

German anti-Semitism was bound up with the development of 
national feeling, he continued, and propagated an unscientific racial 
ideology. which had come to have an almost religious significance and 
therefore was of concern not only to Jews but also to Christians. In 
Germany, in fact, even more Christians than Jews were suffering, not 
only on racial grounds —he referred to the estimated two million “ non- 
Aryan” Christians—but also because they had realised that the 
principles of the National Socialist State were in the last analysis 
contrary to Christianity as they were to Judaism. 

What could they, as Jews and Christians, therefore, do? So tar as 
* democratic anti-Semitism” was concerned, there was a need for 
educating the Christian about the Jew, for helping him to understand 
that the bad characteristics associated with Jews were the unfortunate 
result of the conditions under which the Jews had been forced to live 
There was a reciprocal need for Jewish enlightenment on the Christian 
“ Democratic anti-Semitism.” he believed, “ would be amenable to 
such treatment. 

“ Totalitarian anti-Semitism” was much more difficult to deal with. 
Apart from their very necessary relief, and general humanitarian, work, 
they had to try to understand the circumstances that had led to the 
totalitarian State. That had nothing to do with Jews, but was an 
historical inheritance from the events of the last few decades. The 
Fascist, he believed, was trying to find a short cut to the Kingdom ot 
God: and that was impossible. A State based on totalitarian principles 
would ultimately bring about tts own downfall. On the Christian 
and Jewish communities devolved the duty of leading youth towards 
that ideal society which all desired. 


JEWS MUST FIGHT FOR DEMOCRACY 


The Terrible Lesson of Germany 
AN ANALYSIS OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


Several hundred people were present at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 
on Wednesday night to listen to an address on anti-Semitism. Cadet- 
Major Karo presided. 

Mr. John Strachey, the speaker, dealt exclusively with the present- 
day manifestation of anti-Semitism, although he was not under the 
delusion, he said, that it was wholly new, for he was aware of the 
older and deeper traditions on which it had been built up through 
the centuries. Anti-Semitism was really a special case of that treat- 
ment which all people who were different had always received. 

Historically, it had always appeared in waves, and study would show 
a direct corelation between anti-Semitism and the social and economic 
condition of the time. It always flared up in serious dimensions in 
periods of historical transition, when social and economic systerhs were 
breaking up and ceasing to serve the needs of human society. The 
obvious cause of anti-Semitism was to be found in a declining economic 
System, which generated every kind of individual and group hostility. 
He gave examples of this hostility as, for instance, in the bitter 
present-day struggle by working men for employment and by business 
men for trade. | 

He did not deny that there were other causes too; but that one 
was fundamental. The tendency to breed anti-Semitism, innate in a 
contracting economic system, which could not meet the needs of the 
individual and the group, was, however, exploited to divert attention 
to the Jews. That was the old theory of the scapegoat. 

It seemed to him that the Jew could only preserve himself to-day. 
not by being merely anti-Fascist, but by being pro-democratic. The 
political issue of the day was to preserve peace, democracy, and a 
decent standard of life. The Jews should co-operate with the forces 
in society that were trying to do that because, whether they liked 
it or not, their interests as Jews were bound up with the preservation 
of those three interests. Socialism was, of coutse, in the opinion 
of the speaker, ultimately the only real remedy for anti-Semitism. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. P. Horowitz said that he did 
not believe anti-Semitism would disappear with the disappearance of 
capitalism, He agreed that they should fight for the three interests 
mentioned, not because they were Jews, but because those interests 
were worth preserving. 

In reply to a question on the advice he would give to Jews where, 
as in Germany, the progressive forces had been destroyed, Mr. 
Strachey said that that country was “a terrible instance of ‘too 
late”; and its horrors were all the more reason for Jews generally 
giving their maximum support to the progressive forces.

MANCHESTER COMMUNAL COUNCIL 
Mr. Laski Appeals for Unity 


[From our Correspondent] 


The Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, at its annual meeting 
at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hill Road, on Sunday afternoon, 
decided to send a telegram to Sir Samuel Hoare, Home Secretary, 
congratulating him on his speech at Blackpool in defence of liberty 
and on his severe denunciation of anti-Semitism. It was also decided, 
on the proposal of Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., the President, supported 
by Messrs. William Miller and Norman Jacobs, to approach the Great 
Synagogue authorities with a view to holding a special service there 
to honour Manchester's centenary, and to imvite Rabbi Dr. S. M. 
Lehrman to deliver the sermon on that occasion. 

Mr. Laski, mn his presidential statement, appealed for unity in the 
Community. He said: “ We should endeavour, in our humanitarian and 
charitable efforts, to sink our differences, which are really very petty, 
and strive as much as possible for a basis on which we can all join, 
both in administration and distribution. It is all the more important 
that we should show this unity because even in England we have had 
evidence that anti-Semitism ts endeavouring to rear its ugly head. 
We must, therefore, be prepared to counter the continual efforts that 
are made to produce discrimination and anti-Jewish feeling in our 
public lite. I am convinced that we have with us in this fight the 
goodwill and support of every political party that has been nurtured 
on the great traditions of our country, the Churches and the best 
elements tn the Press. I think that the heart of Anglo-Jewry is sound 
and that the threats of anti-Semitism have only helped to rally to us 
many members who have slipped away from the flock and who, in 
their hour of danger, have returned to the fold, not only for protection 
but to give us their assistance. When we realise that the Community 
has already subscribed over £100,000 for the relief of Austrian Jewry, 
and remember that numerous calls come to us, to which we seldom fail 
to respond, | think that we have little reason for self-reproach.” 

A warm tribute to his colleagues on the Executive of the Council for 
their assistance tn its work during the year was paid by Mr. Laski. He 
concluded by saying that he hoped that the Council would, during 
the year, choose someone else to replace him as President. He was 
now approaching his seventy-sixth year, and. he felt that he ought to 
be released by .the Community from many of the responsibilities 
which he now shouldered. 

A letter was read from the local Hebrew Tontine Society urging 


that action be taken to rouse British public opinion in support of the — 


persecuted Jews on the Continent. Mr. Laski said that the leaders of 
Anglo-Jewry had come to the conclugion, after the most careful con- 
sideration, that protest meetings would serve no useful purpose in the 
present situation. A letter was also read from Mr. H. Marks appealing 
to Jewish young men to volunteer as Air-Raid Wardens. Mr. Laski 
endorsed the appeal, and Councillor A. Moss said that there had 
already been a very good response from Jewish young men, particularly 
in Cheetham and Salford. 

Mr. Isidore Sandler reported that the Press Committee of the Council 
had been reconstituted under the Chairmanship of Rabbi Dr. S. M.

\ stirring appeal to take action in connection with the situation of 
Polish and East European Jewry was made by Mr. N. Jackson at the 
annual meeting of the Jewish Representative Council held in the Board 
of Guardians’ Rooms, Thistle Street. In the absence, through tlness, 
of Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., Mr. Ellis Isaacs, J.P., presided. 

[he annual report, submitted by Mr. Philip Glass, stated: 

During the year, there had been considerable activity on the part of the Council, 
and an increase in the number of organisations represented. The Council had 
taken up the suggestion of the Glasgow Union of Boys’ Clubs that a Jewish 
Boys’ Club be established, and a Sub-Committee had been appointed to go into 
the matter. In this connection, a visit had been paid to the city by Mr. Basil L. 
Henriques, and a definite scheme was pending. Progress was noted in regard to 
the deliberations with reference to the establishment of a local United Synagogue. 
An appeal fund had been opened with the object of raising £300 for the Council's 


funds. Certain biased reports in the general Press had been dealt with by the 
Council, and these had been attended to satisfactorily. The Council sull had 
under observation sporadic manifestations of anti-Semitism in -Glasgow, but it 
Ws satisfactory to record that these were o! a very trivial nature. 


On the motion of Mr. M. Glasser, the Council placed on record their 
appreciation of the work of the Hon. Secretary. The report was 
adopted, on the motion of Mr. W. Mundlake, seconded by Mr. H. 
Glaser. The financial report, submitted by the Treasurer, Mr. Fred. 
Nettler, J.P., was adopted, on the motion of Mr. B. Shenkin.— 

lhe plight of Polish and East European Jewry was discussed at 
ength. Mr. N. Jackson felt that the Council was not dealing with the 
osition adequately. It was time, he said, that they voiced their protest 
at the treatment of the Jews in Europe and urged the British Govern- 
ment to take action in connection with the problem of refugees. He 
moved that a mass meeting be held in support of oppressed Jewry. 
Mr. M. Glasser moved that the Council frame a resolution calling on 
the British Government to allow free immigration into Palestine, and 
'o assist Jewish refugees to find sanctuary in other countries. The 
question of the boycott of German goods and services was agarnl 
raised, and it was decided to appoint a committee of five to consider 
ihe position.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF ANTI-SEMITISM 
Dr. Abenheimer Addresses B’nai B'rith 


“That entightenment and Jewish counter-propaganda had never 
Stopped the outburst of an anti-Semitic catastrophe ” was the claim 
made by Dr. K. M, Abenheimer when he spoke on “ The Psychology 
of Anti-Semitism,” at the monthly meeting of the B'nai Brith, Lodge 
No. 1,079, in the Central Hotel. Dr. I. C. Michaelson presided. Dr. 
Abenheimer gave an analysis of anti-Semitism, dealing with 1 from 


the economic, cultural, and political aspects. Anti-Semitism, he 
pointed out. appealed to mass instincts which were unfortunately 
Stronger than the higher feelings. It seemed to be based generally on 
the primitive “ difference emotion.” His remedy was the education of 
the Jew to prevent a Jewish reaction tending to make the Jew anti- 
Semitic himself, and the pursuit of a national and personal self-respect. 
: in the discussion that followed, Messrs. A. Links, J. M. Semel, A. 
sevy, and L. Jackson took part, Thanking Dr. Abenheimer for his 
lecture. the Rev. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove suggested that the paper was of 
such a high standard that it should be issued in the form of a publica- 
tion. A vote of thanks to Dr. Michaelson for presiding was moved 
by Mr. B. Strump, J.P. 

Bro. Jack Morrison, Past President and a member of the Grand 
Lodge, installed the Rev. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove as Vice-President of the 
Lodge.

Mr. Nettler said that the Polish Jews 
were in a terrible plight—they had no resources. Already several large 
donations had been made to the appeal. In the discussion, various plans 
were discussed for obtaining funds. The assistance of workers from several! 
organisations is being enlisted. 

Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., will preside at a public meeting in support of 
the United Appeal for Jews in Poland, to be held on Thursday next, at 
8 p.m., at the Jewish Institute. The principal speaker will be Rabbi Dr. 
L. Rabinowitz, of London, who will relate his impressions of his recent 
visit to Poland. 

In memory of Mr. Joseph Jacobson, founder and President of the Gertrude 
Jacobson Orphanage, a service was held in the Orphanage building on 
Sunday and was conducted by the Revs. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove and I. Hirshow. 
Dr. Cosgrove, in his address, appealed to the Community for continued 
support of the Orphanage. A tablet in memory of Mr. Jacobson was 
unveiled by his son, Mr. A. Jacobson, Hon. Secretary of the Orphanage.

HEBREW EDUCATION BOARD 
Successful Sets of Claises

The first annual meeting of the Board was held last Sunday in the 
Great Synagogue Hall, Wilson Road. Mr. Morris Goldblum, the 
President, briefly recalled the Board's history. Till a year previously, 
the Talmud Torah Schools, he said, had been the only place where their 
children were taught and made acquainted with their ancestral heritage, 
but the numbers attending had been reduced to about forty. There 
was an urgent need for classes to be established in connection with the 
Great Synagogue, but some had opposed such classes because they 
thought they would inevitably lead to the closing of the Talmud Torah 
Schools. Happily, he had been able to produce a scheme whereby the 
old classes would be enabled to continue their work and new classes be 
held at Wilson Road, both sets of classes to be under one body—the 
Hebrew Education Board. The scheme had proved so successful that 
the number of pupils had been nearly trebled. He paid a tribute to 
Rabbi Cohen, Hon. Superintendent of the Classes at Wilson Road, 
and to Rabbi Dr. Fisch, who was acting in a similar capacity at the 
Talmud Torah. 

Rabbi Cohen and Rabbi Dr. Fisch gave detailed reports on the 
progress of their respective classes. Mr. George M. Frampton, 
Treasurer, presented the balance-sheet, and stressed the value of the 
donation of £100 by the Great Synagogue. There had been a financial 
loss on the year, he said, of £3!. On the motion of Messrs. Adolf 
Viner and Louts Finestone, the balance-sheet was adopted. Messrs.

BIRMINGHAM 
APPEAL FOR AUSTRIAN JEWRY 
Inaugurated by Mr. A. de Rothschild 


[From our Correspondent] 


A mass meeting of local Jewry was held at the Grand Hotei last 
Sunday to inaugurate the efforts of the local Community in raising 
funds for Austrian Jewry. Mr. Oscar Deutsch, who presided, was 
supported on the platform by the Executive of the Representative 
Council and representatives of all the Synagogues. 

Mr. Anthony de Rothschild said that the situation in Austria was 
causing much more anxiety than that in Germany. A technique of 
suppression that had taken five years to develop was being applied 
at once with ulter ruthlessness in Austria. The Community had been 
deprived of every opportunity to earn a livelihood, and an attitude of 
utter despair had set in. It was a mistake to suppose there could be 
any solution on a large scale. There was no country where the 
refugees could settle in large numbers. hh was necessary to train them 
to settle in different parts of the world. To carry this out, he said, 
they required adequate financial assistance. Industries and businesses 
could also help by undertaking to apprentice refugees, who, after two 
years’ training, would be assisted to settle overseas. In this connection, 
further information. would be willingly supplied by Mr. Otto Schiff, 
of Woburn House, London. Mr. de Rothschild - concluded = on 
a note of optimism. The new persecution was a passing phase, he 
considered. They need not be dismayed so long as they were united 
in their resolve to help their brethren. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr. de 
Rothschild, said that there was a vital difference between the pogroms 
of Kishineff and Bessarabia and the present persecution. Pogroms 
were aimed only against Russian Jewry, but this was aimed at every 
Jew in every part of the world. They were individually involved 
almost as much as the Jews of Central Europe. 

The, Chairman said that £2,000 had already been raised to start 
the fund. The small Community of German Jews in Birmingham 
had of their own volition made a splendid contribution. 

It was announced later that over £7CO had been contributed. and 
it was hoped to augment the fund by further efforts. Donations will 
be gratefully acknowledged by the Treasurer, Mr. Arnold Silverstone, 
of 3, New Street.

HIGH MOTOR TAXATION 
Dashboard Handbrake Control 


Ry the imposition of another penny on the taxation of petrol and 
heavy oil for road vehicles in the Budget, the raw materials of the 
road transport industry are now taxed to the extent of over 50 per 
cent. of the cost. The road transport industry and the motoring com- 
munity in general now pay some £88,000,000 a year, or approximately 
9 per cent. of the National Revenue. 

Votorists complain that this taxation is a discrimination against 
road transport as opposed to other forms of goods and passenger 
conveyance, as the tax on heavy oil is levied at the rate of 9d. per 
gallon when it is used by road motor engines and only Id. per gallon 
when used by stationary or railway engines. But motorists have always 
been victimised in one form or another since their first appearance on 
the highways of Great Britain. 

fo turn to pleasanter subjects, the recent R.A.C. Rally to Blackpool 
fully demonstrated how excellent are the present cars whether low- 
priced popular makes or high-class first-grade carriages. The special 
tests which eliminated so large a number of competitors with equal 
marks (over 220 cars) on the 1,000 miles road trial were really a test 
first of the brakes and secondly of the skill of the driver in handling 
the acceleration qualities of the engine and in steering. The efficiency 
of modern brakes was thoroughly well demonstrated and in no single 
instance did drivers fail to pull up their cars in the space allotted. 

lhe Austin saloons with Bendix brakes gave a most impressive dis- 
play. Bendix, by the way, now market two main types of motor-car 
braking systems, the Bendix cable-operated mechanical brake and the 
Bendix Cowdray system, which may be operated mechanically, hydrauli- 
cally or by compressed air. Usually the latter is fitted on commercial 
heavy vehicles, but both are made in servo and non-servo types. 

| am informed we shall see more cars fitted with the Bendix dash- 
board handbrake control at the next Earl's Court Motor Exhibition, as 
this form removes the inconvenience of the normal handbrake situated 
between driver and passenger, and thus gives a clear floor space. Also, 
as the brake is more “ get-at-able” than present forms, it 1s thus more 
casily operated. 

Everybody who saw the British Empire Trophy race run at 
Donington Park,*near Derby, was glad to see Charlie Dodson win 
this event on the little supercharged Austin “Seven” 200 miles at 
69.62 m.p.h.—a very good performance. It was also a triumph for 
Shell lubricating oil to keep the engine running at more than 8,000 
revolutions per minute for more than two-and-a-half hours.

ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 
Bro. L. Courts, Grand Vice-President 


[From our Correspondent] 


Ever since his student days, when he was closely connected with the 
University of London Jewish Students’ Union and the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation, Bro. Courts has taken a close interest in communal 
work. To-day, he ts prominently con- 
nected with some of the leading organisa- 
tions in Anglo-Jewry and has reached the 
second highest position in the Achei Brith. 
Barely thirty years of age to-day, when he 
becomes Grand President in two years’ time, 
which may almost be regarded as a foregone 
conclusion, he will probably be the youngest 
member ever to have occupied the Order's 
most exalted post. He joined the Achei 
Brith in 1930, as a member of the Stuart M. 
Samuel Lodge, and soon made his mark at 
the Grand Lodge, where he impressed dele- 
gates with his helpful and conciliatory 
qualities. When he joined the Executive 
Council in 1933, he became one of the 
Order's most influential workers and steadily 
acquired a growing reputation for sound 
and responsible work. His legal attainments 
are of the utmost value to an organisation which administers schemes 
under several Acts of Parliament, and few Grand Lodge Officers of any 
Friendly Society, Jewish or non-Jewish, can have been as well equipped 
as Bro. Courts, both in training and knowledge. In many other ways he 
renders service to the Community. He has been on the Council of the 
United Synagogue since 1931, and of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board since 1933. Closely identified with the activities of the United 
Synagogue, he serves on both the Finance and Welfare Committees, 
and, in addition, joined the Board of Shechita last year. Since 1935, 
he has acted as Financial Representative of the East London Syna- 
gogue. Ihe Achei Brith was not alone in recognising Bro. Courts 
exceptional abilities, inasmuch as the London Lodge of the B'nai B'rith 
chose him as Treasurer, a position he filled between 1934 and 1936. 
Always interested in the cause of Jewish education, he worked on 
behalf of the Old Ford Hebrew Classes, and was for some time an 
examiner for the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes and the 
Talmud Torah Trust. Educated at University College, London, Bro. 
Courts took his LL.B. degree in 1926, and became LL.M. in 1928. He 
was admitted a solicitor in 1930.

Excellent New Work by Orovida 


The Redfern Gallery is showing ten years of work by Orovida. 
Deriving inspiration from China, she is primarily a decorator in) 
tempera, giving just enough suggestion of the third dimension to create 
the illusion of reality. As Professor Julian Huxley points out in a 
preface to the catalogue, she apprehends the quality of animals “ a: 
exotic beings, intrinsically alien to man 4° and she manages to retain

CLUBS 
UNITY AND YOUTH 


A Great Chance for the A.J.Y. 
NEED FOR A BROAD OUTLOOK 


The annual report for 1937 of the Association for Jewish Youth, which 
has been published recently, gives an excellent account of the enormous 
amount of work covered by the Association, writes a correspondent. The 
high standard reached in certain departments is manifested first of all 
by the cover design, which shows an ideal camp setting as seen through 
a breach in a brick wall. It is admirably drawn by A, Cantor, a member 
of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club. Containing some impressive photo- 
graphs of the Stapleford Abbotts week-end camp, and information about 
the completion of the purchase of thirty-eight acres of land to be developed 
as playing fields, the report shows very clearly that the AJ.Y. does not 
intend to be beaten by the pace set by the National Keep-Fit Campaign. 
The back cover of the report bears only two words, in large type-—~ Fitness 
Wins.” 

if one expected. however, a clear-cut statement on the Associations 
attitude towards mixed Jewish social clubs or on other matters of 
importance, then one is doomed to disappointment. All we know ts that the 
Association's Hon. Secretary has decried mixed clubs in public, and that 
at least one other prominent member of the Executive believes that Jewish 
literary societies and social clubs have “very definite drawbacks.” And 
what of the Zionist youth organisations’ Uf they possess cricket, foot- 
ball. and table tennis teams. are they going to be encouraged to enter the 
A.J.Y. competitive leagues’ These and other matters will eventually be 
forced to a definite issue, and will require definite answers. 

Your correspondent is of the opinion that certain sections of Jewish 
vouth—both inside and out of the A.J.Y.--will no tonger be content with 
the answer “that the A.J.Y. represents no collective opinion on Zionism, 
Must the Association be reminded that it ts a Jewish youth organisation 
and that Zionism is certainly a Jewish issue” 


Trend Towards the “ Mixed” Club 


With reference to the quéstion of mixed soctal clubs, of the three new- 
comers to the A.J.Y. Senior Division, two--the Cambrian and the Golders 
Green Sports and Social Clubs-—-come under the category of literary and 
social organisations. This brings the number of organisations affliated 
to the Semor Division to nineteen: six boys’ clubs, five girls. five mixed, 
and three Friendly Societies. Since one must take the Friendly Societies 
as mixed organisations, it will be seen that in the Senior Division the 
mixed clubs affiliated to the AJ.Y. now number eight. One may gather 
from this that although there are individuals on the Executive who are 
not over enthusiastic about the Jewish Literary Society and Social Club, 
‘the A.J.Y. ts becoming. on the whole, less conservative in its outlook. 
There is nothing that the AJ.Y. could not be to Jewish youth if it would 
only broaden its conception of Jewish youth. As an organisation, it has 
done and is doing magnificent work and has rendered especially good 
service to the Community in catering for the needs of bovs and girls 
between the ages of fourteen and eighteen. 

What the Association has failed to recognise is the growing popularity 
of mixed Jewish social clubs for nineteen-year-olds and those older. as 
against the “ Old Boys ~ or “Old Girls’ clubs, which seem to be fast 
becoming anachronisms. Mr. T. J. Phillips, who, besides being Hon. 
Secretary of the A.J.Y. is Chairman of the Old Boys’ Club in Mile End— 
the accepted senior Jewish young men’s club in England—admitted at 
that Club's last annual meeting that the lack of increase in membership 
was partly due to the fact that young men who in the past would have 
become members were now being attracted to other organisations. He 
suggested, as a remedy for this, the formation of operatic and dramatic 
sections, both of which would require feminine members. The Club 
already has mixed functions on Sunday and Monday evenings, so that 
here, too, the general trend seems to be towards a mixed club. It is a 
fact that there is a much larger attendance on the nights when there are 
mixed functions, such as dances, debates, lectures, and “ spelling bees.” 

It may be argued that the A.J.Y. has never frowned—officiall, upon the 
mixed club, but since no collective opinion has ever been expressed in 
public on this matter, one must be forgiven for basing assumptions on 
remarks made by individual members of the Executive. The place of all 
Jewish youth organisations should be either inside the A.J.Y. or connected 
with the Association on a broader basis. The A.J.Y. already controls 
the destinies of some sixty-eight Jewish child and youth organisations. 
but what a tremendous force it could become. acting on a common basis 
with such Orgamisations as the Federation of Zionist Youth. the Union 
of Young Israel Societies, and a few other youth movements entitled to be 
called national bodies. Then the Association for Jewish Youth might well 
become the Association of Jewish Youth. 


A Youth Board of Deputies ? 


We hear so much of the word “ unity” in other spheres of life. Why 
should it not be applied to Jewish youth, where there is so much need of it? 
There need be no loss of identity on the part of any organisation. and 
a very useful purpose could be served if it only developed into “a Board 
of Deputies for Jewish Youth,” to use the words of Mr. Ivor Murra, 
Chairman of the U.Y.LS. This could in turn have its representatives on 
the Board of Deputies proper. The fact that only the A.J.Y. has such 
representation ts an obvious and understandable source 
certain Jewish youth quarters. There are enough capable fe 
important national Jewish youth movements. as w 
minded people, with experience of Jewish youth movements, as Miss Miriam 
Moses, J.P.. Sir Max. Bonn, Mr. S. Amstell, and Dr. E. Bernstein. all of 
the AJ.Y., Mr. Herbert Bueno de Mesquita, of the U.Y.LS.. and Mr 
Isidore Stanley, who together could make a success of such a scheme. 
And what about Dr. Israel Feldman as Chairman? i | 

It is interesting to note that during the last few months. the F.Z.Y 
and the U.Y.LS. have found interests in common, and the Council ‘of 
Orthodox Youth is also taking a general interest. The A.J.Y. has agreed 
to meet the F.Z.Y. and the Union in the near future. For vears past 
several abortive attempts have been made to co-ordinate Jewish youth.

his fellow-men and women simply will not let a reputed monev-mak.

It is time we had a first-rate concert-party show in London, and 
“ Pelissier’s Follies” at the Saville is certainly a satisfying and merr\

“SNOW WHITE” REVISITED 
Disney's Joyous World 
[By our Cinema Correspondent) . 


This being a slackish week in the matter of new films, T have giv, 
myself the treat of another delightful ninety minutes of “Snow Wh, 
and the Seven Dwarfs” at the New Gallery. 

Nearly three-quarters of a million Londoners have seen the {j) 
since I last saw it: | have not heard of one dissatisfied. I[t has alreav 
been shown at nearly 2,000 cinemas in America, out of the 150 
that it will eventually reach there. It is estimated that the wo 
takings will top the £1,500,000 mark——a feat previously achieved o: 
by “ Ben Hur” and “ Cavaleade.” 

‘IT enjoyed the film as much at the second viewing as at the fi) 
perhaps more in parts. Admittedly, I thought again that Snow Whi. 
features might have been better, her eyes not so frequently closed. Bf 
I found more than ample compensation in spotting dozens of deliv! 
ful expressions and actions among the woodland animals in tho 
scenes when the screen is so full of activity that it is impossible 
appreciate at one glance all that is going on. 

The animals, offspring of former Silly Symphony favourites, arc 
perpetual joy; Disney has given us nothing more lovable than | 
fawns and the parent bluebirds. 

Whether or not Disney intended it, however, the plain fact is t) 
Snow White herself is but a “ stooge ~ (a feeder, if you prefer | 
word) for the animals and the dwarfs. She ts rather like the sto! 
jewel in a crime story—important to the plot to give the main acto 
an excuse for acting. She is the pretty thing round which the mo 
characters revolve. pleasing, but characterless. That is where Dis: 
differs from Grimm. 

Dopey. the Stan Laurel of the dwarfs, just about steals the pict 
Eleven weeks ago. he was my favourite dwarf; now he is very nea: 
my favourite screen star, The very sight of him, with his mischievo: 
grin and his coat six sizes too large, makes me chuckle immoderate! 

Do not overlook the music, fine score that it ts. Do you ey, 
wonder what a modern Disney would be like if run through silent) 
A great deal of the charm would be lost, | assure you. Try to imagin. 
the dwarfs trudging home from work without the stirring accomran. 
ment of “Hi Ho” (still a captivating melody, despite the radio) 
the animals charging madly through the forest without the Wi\. 
Western sound-track of galloping hoofs. For young and old, tha: 
as thrilling a sequence as almost any film holds. And I think 
incidentally, it is significant that five out of every six people who ha\ 
seen the picture in London are adults. 

A film of this type, however, haunts one perhaps more through i): 
atmosphere than through individual scenes and characters, howe\c: 
memorable. I feel that it is more for that Utopian spirit of a wor|\d 
where everything comes right in the end, where the hardest tasks seen 
easy, and joyousness ts inherent even in an ugly dwarf’s sneeze, tha: 
“ Snow White” will be longest remembered.

MUSIC 
PROBLEMS OF PALESTINIAN MUSIC 
EF ffecting a Synthesis Between East and West 
DR. SANDBERG EXPLAINS HIS SYSTEN 


By the kindness of Mrs. Robert B. Solomon, |, with others, wo 
privileged on Monday afternoon to. hear Dr. Mordecai Sandberg gis. 
what | believe was his first lecture in London, at 14, Holland Par} 
Road, W. Dr. Sandberg’s forthcoming concert, and the paper he ts 
to read at the “ Congress of Music and Life” at the end of the mont! 
are likely to provoke considerable interest in musical circles, anc 
I count myself fortunate that although, like Mrs. Solomon, I had nev. 
heard of Dr. Sandberg’s name until a few weeks ago, | have had 1 
opportunity of gaining an advance idea of his aims. 

Mrs. Solomon, in introducing Dr. Sandberg, mentioned that bh 
“ Micro-tonal system” is intended to be a synthesis of all existin 
tonal systems, on a “ physiological basis.” 

Dr. Sandberg pointed out that there were three main Jewish strains 
in Palestine: the Western strain, the Eastern strain, and those who 
came from Eastern Europe, the “ Ostjuden.” The Jews were esse! 
tially an Eastern nation, he said, but to a large extent they we 
Western in culture and upbringing. They had a special task 
Palestine, to give expression to the specific character of the count 
through the development of culture. This had to be achieved }\ 
a renaissance of Jewish culture, by a synthesis of Eastern and Western 
outlooks. 

It was quite justifiable to draw parallels between the national and 
the musical life of the country, continued Dr. Sandberg. The variow. 
sections of the population differed even in regard to their music. Ther 
respective scales were different, their tonal systems were differen’ 
and they had musical languages almost unintelligible to one anothe: 
Thus it was of supreme importance to create a universal Hebrew 
music. That was far from an easy task, if only because of the difference 
between the various Eastern and the Western scales. It was necessar\ 
to invent a notation to cover the various types of music. Unfor- 
tunately, the Western system of notation was inadequate even to 
provide a notation for the simplest melody of the Oriental Jews. 

The Oriental’s Finer Ear 

The Oriental’s differentiation of intervals was far finer than that o! 
the Westerner. The Oriental had a finer ear, said Dr. Sandberg, a> 
he had proved by practical experiments. They easily distinguished 
quarter-tones, and perfectly comprehended Western tonal differentia- 
tion. Problems also arose in regard to rhythm, form, and the spiritual 
content of the music, as well as in harmony. Western harmonisa- 
tion, in particular, did not suit Oriental music. Western music was 
basically polyphonous, whereas Oriental music was homophonous. 
or heterophonous. Most Oriental music is not susceptible to being 
reproduced on Western instruments, particularly the piano or organ. 
it was necessary, Dr. Sandberg pointed out, to develop Western 
instruments further, but new ones must also be created. 

These problems were not merely Jewish, said Dr. Sandberg. bu! 
were universal problems of human culture. In Palestine, howeve'. 
they were found in their most acute and emphasised forms. Palestine 
had already contributed in other ways to the solution of human 
problems, and the country was in a unique position to contribute to 
the solution of this great problem of musical culture. He concluded 
by saying that he had sought the solution to the problems he had 
adumbrated in two ways: by theoretical works and by musical com- 
positions. At the forthcoming Congress, there would be a demonstra- 
tion of special instruments, such as a harmonium constructed for the 
reproduction of very fine distinctions in tone, and the concert audienc- 
would hear some of his compositions. The problem of notation, as 
well as that of reproduction, had been solved along the lines of what 
he “ Micro-tonal System,” a chromatic 


scale incorporating the eight- and twelve-tone scales. with the result 
that ninety-six tones could be distinguished in the micro-tonal scale. 
With the aid of this system, all the melodies in the world could be 
notated, it being possible to reduce even the finest shades of tone of 
Oriental and native music to printed notation,
